Horticutturat Hall, Philadelphia, was crowded on the 
evening of March 2, to witness the evidences of improve- 
ment in the IndianSpupils at Carlisle Barracks, under Capt. 
R. A. Pratt, U. 8. A. On the stage sat a number of Indian 
boys and girls from Carlisle, and a brass band, composed of 
fifteen Indian youths, played with considerable skill, 
Capt. Pratt gave a succinct account of the work in the In- 
dian schools at Carlisle under his charge. He was applauded 
with special heartiness as he exhibited specimens of the 
handiwork made in the industrial department, and gave 
figures showing the work turned out there, inclading nearly 
all the tinware needed by the Government at the various In- 
dian agencies. Numerous speeches followed. The delega- 
tion, accompanied by Capt. Pratt, ex-Mayor Fox, and others, 
visited the Mayor's office, Independence Hall, the Mint, Aca- 
demy of Fine Arts, and other place of interest in Philadel- 
phia, and tien returned to Carlisle Barracks. 

Or the marriage of Lieut. Lewis Heilner, U. 8. N., to Miss 
Coffee, at San Francisco, Feb. 20, to which we briefly referred 
last week, the News Letter says: ‘‘A fitting finale to the wed- 
ding of the season was the one which took place on Monday 
morning, in Grace Church, the contracting parties being 
Lieut. Heilner, U.S. N., and Miss Susie Coffee. Messrs. 
Bruno and Nauman, ‘of the Navy, in full uniform, acted as 
ushers in seating the guests, and when the bridal party en- 
tered led the procession up the aisle, being followed by the 
groomsman and bridesmaid, De Urquhart and Miss Brown, 
Mrs. Coffee and the groom, and the bride, with her father, 
our old resident, Col. A. J. Coffee, where, on arriving at the 
chancel, Dr. Platt soon made the twain one flesh.

Tue February 2umber of ‘Eadie Keatah Toh,” the organ 
of the Indian Training School at Carlisle, Pa., publishes a 
letter of January 12 from Halpatuche, principal chief, and 
Fus Hache Hacho, second chief of the Seminoles, to the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, in which they say: ‘‘ We 
wiite to inquire of you whether or not we of the Seminole 
nation of Indians can have the privilege of sending some of 
our children to Capt. Pratt’s school at Carlisle, Pa. We 
would like to send twenty of our children to that school— 
ten boys and ten girls; or, if that many could not be re- 
| ceived, as many as can be received we wish to put in that 
school, If these twenty children can be taken and supported 
in that school by the Government, and free of expense to 
the Seminole nation, we will be a thousand times thankful to 
the Government for the favor.” 

Ligor. John J. O'Brien, 4th U. 8. Inf., who accompanied 
the remains of the late Capt. 8S. P. Ferris, U. 8. A., to Stam- 
ford, Conn,, writes to the Cheyenne Leader: ‘‘ For the high 
honor and heartfelt sympatby, so freely tendered by the 
Grand Army of the Republic and the veterans of the late war, 
residing in the vicinity of Stamford, I feel, as a comrade and 
brother officer of deceased, under lasting obligations ; like- 
wise the very handsome and courteous reception tendered 
the writer on Saturday evening, the 11th inst., at their post, 
must over be fondly remembered, meeting as I did the best 
citizens of the country in all spheres of life, men that twenty 
years ago stood side by side with their deceased comrade, the 
guardians and defenders of a country and people, declared 
by them to be forever one and inseparable.” 

Tux Jardin Mabille, established in Paris under the First 
Napoleon by the French dancing master of that day whose 
name it bears, and reaching its development under the Second 
Empire, bas been closed, the ground it occupied being needed 
for building. ‘‘ Its days,” says the London Times, ‘‘ counted 
by the calendar, have been many ; but it has long been de- 
crepit and superannuated. As our correspondent sarcasti- 
cally remarks, it has for some time past been supported 
mainly by foreiguers, who imagined that they there gained a 
knowledge of French manners. British and American moral- 
iste paid their three or five francs at the gates to gather 
within its precincts a text frem which they might sadly dis- 
course on reckless Gallic gaiety and the merits of their own 
national austerity. Their contributions, in reality, helped to 
maintain a privileged rendezvous for their own dissolute 
fellow-countrymen. Modern Frenchmen are too solemn for 
Mabille. We will hope that they are too moral. We should 
be more sanguine of ths conjunction of the twu qualities if 
they were discovered always united in countries and capitals 
in which they are supposed to be more native than in France 
and Paris.” 

Some one remarking to the Grand Duke Constantine, who 
has been visiting Paris, that Russia had been making herself 
much talked of in Paris, the Grand Duke, perceiving the allu- 
sion to General Skobeleff's speech, said, *‘ Yes, perhaps 
rather too much, but this proves that a man may be a hero 
in the battle-field and a lunatic in politics.”

RECENT DEATHS. 
MAJOR LORENZO LORAIN. 

Major Lorenzo Lorain, U. 8. Artillery, an officer of excel- 
lent reputation and high professional ability, died at Balti- 
more, Md., March 6, 1882, of Bright’s disease after a pro- 
tracted sickness. Maj. Lorain was a Pennsylvanian, and 
was appointed from that State to West Point in 1852; he 
was graduated July 1, 1856, and at once promoted to second 
lieutenant 3d U. 8. Artillery. From that date until the 
breaking out of the Rebellion he performed arduous service 
in Oregon and Washington Territory ; was promoted first 
lieutenant January 2, 1860, and captain February 28, 1862. 
He participated in the Manassas campaign and in the action 
of Blackburn’s Ford, Va., July 18, 1861, was so severely 
wounded as to be disabled. From 1862 to 1870 he served 
with distinction at the Military Academy in the Department 
of Chemistry, Mineralogy, and Geology. He received the 
brevet of captain July 18, 1861, for gallant and meritorious 
services at Blackburn’s Ford and of major March 13, 1865, 
for good conduct and gallant services during the Rebellion. 
In August, 1870, he was relieved from duty at West Point, 
took « brief leave of absence, and thea joined his regiment 
in the South. His principal service thereafter was at the 
Artillery School, Fort Monroe, Va., where he was instructor 
of engineering, and his services at that important post were 
of the most valuable kind. March 15, 1881, being promoted 
major of the lst U. 8. Artillery, he was relieved from duty 
at the Artillery School and ordered to assume command of 
Fort Preble, Me., but the condition of his health prevented 
and he went on sick leave, on which he con inued to the date 
of his death. He leaves a widow and three children. In 
1871 and 1872 Major Lorain, while on leave, was Professor 
of Physics and Mechanics in Lehigh University, Bethlehem, 
Pa. Theremains were taken to West Point for interment, and 
he has been laid to rest amid the scenes which he knew so 
well and loved. 

CAPTAIN GEORGE W. BRADLEY. 

Noticing the recent death of Capt. Geo. W. Bradley, U. 
8. A., the Philadelphia T'imes says : He was ‘‘ in posts of re- 
sponsibility, often of delicacy and danger, and invariably 
justifying the confidence ruposed in him and earning the 
esteem and friendship of all. Having again displayed his 
extraordinary executive ability in thoroughly organizing the 
San Antonio depot, which is the distributing point for the 
southwest, Col. Bradley was at last ordered to Philadelphia, 
which for two years past has been his home. Physically of 
a large, handsome type, with fine features, clear, blue syes and 
a noble presence ; mentally possessed of a strong instinctive 
apprehension of the thing to be done and how to do it ; 
morally, of an unimpeachable integrity and uprightness that 
no temptation could assail, of broad sympathies and generous 
social instincts, George W. Bradley was a typical soldier— 
brave, unassuming, courteous and proud, the soul of honor, 
a very bulwark of friendship aud truth. He married, in 
1864, Miss Agnes Mickles, of Syracuse, and leaves his wife 
and daughter to mourn their loss.” 

GEN. SILAS CASEY. 


At the meeting of the New York Commandery of the Mili- 
tary Order, held March 1, a report was presented by Wm. OC. 
Church on behalf of the committee to whom the subject of 
a@ momorial of Gen. Casey was referred. The committee 
were Gen. H. F, Clarke, U.S. A., Admiral Melancthon Smith, 
U. 8. N., and Cols. King and Church, formerly of General 
Casey's staff. After a brief statement of Gen. Oasey’s rec- 
ord, the report concludes as follows: 


In his official report, dated “‘ National Palace, Mexico, 
Sept. 29th, 1847,” Gen. Quitman, describing the assault on 
Chapultepec, says: ‘‘The storming parties, led by the gal- 
lant officers who had volunteered for this desperate service, 
rushed forward like a resistless tide. The Mexicans, behind 
their batteries and breastworks, stood with more than usnal 
firmness. For a short time the contest was hand to hand; 
swords and bayonets were crossed and rifles clubbed. Ke- 
sistance, however, was in vain against the desperate valor of 
our brave troops. The batteries and strong works were car- 
ried, and the ascent of Chapultepec on that side laid open to 
an easy conquest. In these works were taken seven pieces 





give proof to those about him that his soul was awake to the 
higher activities upon which he was entering. 

Plutarch tells us that a Thessalian, being asked which of his 
countrymen were the mcekest. replied, ‘those that have re- 
ceived their discharge from the wars.” It is as true now as 
then that the life of the soldier often gives the most signal 
proof that the school of war is no inapt one in which to learn 
the virtues apparently least akin to war. The life of our com- 
rade was anotler illustration of this, and by those who knew 
him most intimately he is remembered as a Christian disciple 
not leas than as a soldier, But virtue with him was the 
maguet that drew and not the —— De scourged. rigid 
as an anchorite in his own habit, he no uvpleasant re- 
proaches for the freer ways of others. Officers who served 
as members of his military family recall with tendernees the 
uniform kindness which characterized Gen. Casev's inter- 
course with those whose c »mfort was in a measure dependent 
upon his disposition. No circumstances of the camp or of 
the battle-field could move him from the courtesy of the gen- 
tleman, a courtesy which with bim sprang from a deeper 
root than the observance of conventionalities, 

But we will not dwell upon his virtues lest we voke the 
reply made to one who would sing the praises of an ancient 
hero; ‘and who ever spoke against him ?” 

In presenting this brief memorial of our departed comrade, 
your committee would offer for the adoption of the Comman- 
dery the following resolutions : 

Resolved. That we ask the family of the late Gen. Silas 
to accept this tribute to him whom we held in honor as 4 sol- 
dier, respected as a Christian patriot and gentleman, and sin- 
cerely esteemed as a comrade and a friend. 

Reso!ved, That this memorial be entered upon the minutes 
of the Commandery and published in the usual form and that 
a copy be furnished to the members of General Casey's 


family.

Since then they refused to eat and have been very sullen. 
Colonel Perry, commanding the forces in the field, ordered 
the following troops to be present: Companies E, 12th In- 
fantry, and f and C, Indian Scouts: and Troeps I, B, A, and 
F, 6th Cavalry. The following officers were present: Col. 
Perry, Major Brown, Col. Foulk, Major Chaffee, Lieutenants 
Clark, West, Perrin. Barth and Blake; also Captain Haskell, 
aide to General Willcox. At twelve noon the battalion 
formed in the following order: Co. E, 12th Infantry, Major 
Brown, right of line; Cos. C and E, Indian Scouts, Lients. 
Clark and West, centre company; Troops A, B, and I, Maj. 
Chaffee commanding battalion, on the left. Capt. Foulk, 
6th Cavalry, acted as provost marshal. At fifteen minutes 
past twelve o’clock p.m. Eskiticha was singing and felt 
good. Hetold the interpreter he had killed no one, and had 
done nothing to deserve death. The Indians were then in- 
formed by Colonel Foulk that they would have plenty of 
time when they got on the scaffold to say all they wanted,. 
that they would not be hurried into eternity without having 
a chance to speak. ‘They did not seem at all anxious about 
their fate. At twenty minutes past twelve they were led up 
to the gallows and the ropes were put around their necks, 
Eskiticha laughing meanwhile. The chaplaiu and interpreter 
also took places on the platform, and the officers of the day 
read General Court-martial order No. 12, condemning them 
to be hanged, on the completion of which the Indians spoke 
a few words of no special moment or purpose. The chap- 
lain then repeated a short prayer, when all retired from the 
scaffold, except the hangman. The black caps were then 


placed over the heads of the men, and at one o'clock the 
drop fell.

SURVIVORS OF THE JEANNETTE. 

Mr. W. W. Danenhower received March 6 two letter 
from his son, Lieut. John Danenhower, of the Jeannette 
Arctic Exploring Expedition. The first one is dated at 
Bolun, mouth of the Lena, Nov. 9, 1881. There is add. 
ed a postscript dated at Yakutsk, Dec. 17: 

_ The trip up the river from Rolunto Yakutsk occu- 
pied 36 days and was made on sledges with dogs, rein- 
deer and horses. Lieut. Danenhower describes the 
journey as one full of severe hardships. There were 
stations at intervals on the way constructed of logs. He 
describes the last one of these, 17 miles from Yakutsk, 
the best one of the lot, as a small log building, with a 
cowshed attached. It was composed of one room, in 
which were about 20 people when his party arrived. In 
the centre was the body of a horse that had been killed 
for food and brought into the room to thaw out. During 
the night that the party stopped at this hut Jack Cole, 
the boatswain, while luboring under aberration of mind, 
got up and started out to walk to New York to see bis 
wife. The thermometer was 60 degrees below zero. It 
required all of Lieut. Danenhower’s persuasive powers 
to induce him to come back into the hut. 

“At Yakutsk Lieut. Danenhower says he found a man 
who understood French and who was taken to the Gov- 
ernor, who treated him with great kindness and consid- 
eration. He detailed a lieutenant with instructions to 
give the wants of the party special attertion. 
were quartered at a small hotel conducted on the Ameri- 
can plan. Lieut. 
Yakutsk as having been exceedingly pleasant and com- 
fortable under the circumstances. 

“On Dec. 24 the Governor sent an officer to Lieut.

SHIPS FOR A NEW NAVY. 


Tre Chairman of the House Military Committee, Mr. 
Harris, has prepared a report to accompany the bill for 
the construction of war ships, which we published last 
week. In the bill as finally introduced appear the fol- 
lowing sections in addition to those we published: 

Sec. 8. That section 3721, R.8., is hereby amended so that 
the provisions which require that supplies shall be purchased 
by the Secretary of the Navy from the lowest bidder, after 
advertisement, shall not apply to ordnance or the material 
entering into the manufacture of ordnance, gunpowder, and 
war explosives, or the materials entering into the manufac- 
ture thereof. 

Sec. 9. The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized to 
cause to be constructed a vessel, to be used for the defence 
of our commerce upon the Northwestern lakes, of not more 
than 1,200 tons displacement, the same to be built of steel 
and armed with guns of approved character for that service, 
said vessel to be constructed so as to be able to pass over the 
shoals in Lake St. Clair and the Detroit and St. Clair Rivers, 
and to have all the speed possible without too great a sacri- 
fice of other necessary qualities, at a cost not exceeding 
$400,000, the same to be constructed out of any fund whica 
may hereafter be made available for such purpose. ' 
Section 1 of the bill. as we published it, is divided 
into sections one, two and three. Section two thus be- 
comes 4, three 5, four 6, and five 7. The words ‘‘ not 
more than 60,000 pounds” in the fourth line are stricken 
out and the term ‘“‘full power” applied to the guns is 
The word “requisite” is 
substituted for ‘‘best” in referring to the Navy-Yards 
where one-half the vessels are to be built. ‘* Engineers 
and mechanics of established reputation” are included 
with those to be invited to submit their plans, etc., to 
the Board. 

The report is too long for republication complete, 
making some eighty pages of foolscap. The most in- 
teresting portion is that explaining the reasons for pro- 
posing a Naval Board of Advice and Survey, as follows: 
The provisions of the bill herewith reported, which autho- 
rize the establishment of a ‘‘ Board of Advice and Survey,” 
demand brief explanation. It will be seen that no perma- 
nent board is contemplated; but that it will exist only for 
the execution of the powers granted by the bill, unless con- 
tinued by future legislation of Congress. It is intended 
solely for the advice and assistance of the Secretary of the 
Navy in matters relating to vessels authorized to be built by 
the bill, their engines and armament. No questions of policy 
in naval administration are placed within its jurisdiction. 
Those questions belong exclusively to Congress and the Exe- 
cutive. The bureau system is not to be encroached upon or 
the jurisdiction thereof invaded. On the other hand, it is 
believed that that system may be made more useful and har- 
monious. Each bureau will be protected from responsibility 
and blame for the faults and errors of the others. Each 
will be, as now, charged with and responsible for the exe- 
cution of the work belonging to it, and will be accountable 
for the money assigned to it. No authority will be taken 
from any bureau which it now exercises and given to the 
board. This board, made up, as is proposed, of five of the 
best officers of the Navy and two men taken from civil life 
on account of their skill and attainments, will become the 
eyes and the ears of the Secretary of the Navy in all matters 
of progressive and technical knowledge relating to the great 
work imposed upon him by this bill. No Secretary of the 
Navy, taken as he must be and always ought to be, fim 
civil life, can unaided judge of the designs, plans, and the- 
ories of eight great bureaus, all charzed with and dealing in 
problems professional and technical in their nature, and 
bring them into harmonious unity.

We are confi- 
dent that these men in every grade are fully competent to 
discharge the duties of members of the proposed board with 
credit to themselves and advantage to the service. Itis the 
habit in times of profound peace to look upon the men who 
hold the rank and wear the tinsel of the service, as useless, 
an expensive ornaments of Government, who render small 
service for large pay. But in hours of danger they return in 
service fourfold all they receive in rank, honors, and pay. 
The country has never yet called on the Navy for the service 
and personal sacrifice when it did not respond with alacrity 
and did not win for itself honor and glory for the country, 

In conclusion, we ask for the bill now reported fair and 
unprejudiced consideration.. It is the work to which the 
committee has given patient and laborious study and effort. 
It comes before the House with the sanction and approval of 
an entirely unanimous committee. During its preparation 
no question of parties or party interest has for a moment 
divided us. On this subject the doors of the committee 
room have been barred and bolted against such intrusion, 
We see the country which we love ond kaner with equal zeal 
—a country which ought even now to lead the world in com- 
merce, and which, from its great promise, may justly 
aspire to become the ruler of the seas—helpless on the ocean 
to defend itself, even against the feebler naval powers, and 
without division of sentiment, we seek to provide partial 
present remedy for so grave a misfortune and the beginning 
of a policy which may lead up to the hoped for results. 

PRESENT CONDITION OF THE NAVY. 
Reviewing the present condition of the Navy the report 
saye : 
Such is the effective Navy of the United States. The de- 
fence for the harbors and the great centres of commerce is 
found in 14 light monitors, carrying 28 smooth-bore breech- 
loading guns, and one experimental torpedo boat, with one 
gun. We have 37 cruising vessels of war, most of which are 
autiquated and of wood, carrying 257 guns of all calibres, of 
which only 62 are rifles and none of which are of high power 
and breech-loaders. 
Several detailed statements and tables are then added, 
giving the relative strength of the various foreign navies, at 
the conclusion of which the report says : 
In view of the facts thus presented, the committee feel 
that the time for wise and energetic action has come. The 
work of reconstruction must be begun and pushed with vigor, 
in order that new vessels, properly armed, may be ready to 
fill the places of vessels of the present Navy as fast as they 
become unfit for further service. 
Reference is then made to the recommendations of the 
President in his annual Message to Congress, in which he 
said : 
I cannot too strongly urge upon you my conviction that 
every consideration of national safety, economy and honor 
imperatively demands a thorough rehabilitation of our Navy. 
The portion of the annual report of the Secretary of the 
Navy in reference to the proposed reconstruction is 
quoted at length. In this report the Secretary re- 
ferred to the lamentable condition of the Navy, and 
said it “‘imperatively demands the prompt and earnest 
attention of Congress. Unless some action be had in its 
behalf it must soon dwindle into insignificance.” The report 
then continues : 

To longer delay action looking to the rr of our 
Navy would, in the opinion of your committee, not only 
folly, but even crime. . . . If the question were put to the 
American people in the light of the facts... is there any 
doubt what the answer would be? Would not the answer 
come quick and with emphasis—‘‘ We are able to pay all our 
creditors promptly and to the last dollar, and P me np to do 
so in every eveut ; but we are able also, and doubly able, to 
defend our citizens on land and sea, wherever they may be, 
and to protect the nation’s honor at any cost.” 

THE ADVISORY BOARD. 

Heretofore the Navy Department has been content to in- 
form Congress from tume to time as to the conditicn of the 
Navy, and to press upon it the necessity of the adoption of 
measures for its increase without offering suggestions as t) 
the character of the increase needed, or the means for secur- 
ing it. No naval committee constituted, as it always must be, 
of 1uen unfamiliar with naval service and its necessities, 
would ever be able to direct what number of ships-of-war 
should be added to the Navy; their size, form, steam power, 
and the size, character and qualities of the guns they should 
carry. The present Secretary of the Navy, seeing this diffi- 
culty in the way of action by Congress, has wisely anticipated 
it and adopted measures for its remov 


After referring to the appointment last summer by Secre- 
tary Hunt, of the Naval Advisory Board, the report cor- 


tinues : 

The board labored to present practical answers to the 
questions submitted to them and we think their report = 
evidence of great care, deliberation, and wisdom. Their 
report has been printed in full, including views of the 
majority and minority, together with reports on special sub- 
jects by the various sub-committees of said board. Great 
unanimity prevailed as to the classes of ships to be built, 
their numbers, their steam power, and armament. Dhffer- 
ences existed as to the details of construction materials and 
some matters of minor consequence. These differences are 
fully and ably presented on both sides and show that care- 
ful and intelligent study was given to the whoic subject by 
all the members. This committee has been greatly aided by 
the report of both the majority and minority, and we have 
felt entirely safe in following their views in aJl matters in 
which they agreed. 

The only questions about which they disagreed, and which 
in any way affect the report of this committee, are two in 





of our time have sprung’ — from the study, 
experiment, and experience of men ucated in the special 


number, and are as follows : 
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First. Whether steel or iron shall be used in the construc- 
tion of vessels recommended to be built ? 

Second. Whether the second sized vessels recommended 
shall be built with open or spar decks ? 

The first of these questions the committee feel called upon 
to decide for themselves, and after carefully taking the 
opinions of the most extensive and experienced manufac- 
turers of steel and iron in this country whom we could 
—_ we have unanimously decided that steel should be 
used instead of iron, and we are of the opivion that if the 
members of the Advisory Board could have had before them 
the same evidence as the committee had, and could have 
been fully informed as to the progress, extent, and present 
condition of the manufacture of steel in this country as the 
committee has been, they would all have united in recom- 
mending steel as the only proper material for the construc- 
tion of vessels of war. We understand that the reason why 
any advocated the use of iron was because of a doubt 
whcther steel of the requisite quality could be produced in 
this country in sufficient quantity and at reasonable cost. 
But on these points there would seem to be no ground for 
reasonable ap ension, and we recommend steel without 
hesitation or doubt. 


STEEL V. IRON ARMAMENT. 


The report, after referring to different specimens of steel 
suitable for ship-building purposes which were examined by 
the committee, says : 

The difference between steel as at present manufactured 
in this country adapted for ship-building purposes and iron 
commonly used is so t and so much in favor of steel 
that we would commit a great wrong should we leave the 
question open. As to the kind of steel which this country 
can produce, including Bessemer steel, we simply have to sa 
that the production is unlimited. With their present facili- 
ties, besides supplying the demand for other purposes, it is 
believed from the evidence before the committee that the 
manufacturers of open hearth steel in this country would be 
able to furnish 100, or 200,000 tons per year, superior to 
any made elsewhere in the world, should the Government 
demand so great an amount. It appears in the evidence 
that the Government has abandoned the use of iron for the 
manufacture of boilers, and for the last fous years has made 
use exclusively of open hearth steel for that purpose. 

The question of open or spar decks for the 14 knot vessels 
the committee say they do not feel tent to decide, but 
leave its determination to the wisdom of those ch: with 
the construction of the vessels, The committee, however, 
express the opinion that vessels of so great power as the 14 
knot ships, which are to be of not less than 4,300 tons dis- 
placement,’and which may carry batteries uf 19 heavy guns 
each, should have covered or spar decks. 

especting the difference of opinion which existed amon 
members of the Naval Advisory d regarding the wei ht 
of armament for the new vessels, the report states that the 
committee do not feel it to be important that that question 
should be arbitrarily settled now. They have, therefore, onl 
provided in the bill to be reported to the House that 
vessel shall be furnished with a battery of four cannon of not 
less than 8-inch calibre, and not more than a certain number 
of guns of not less than 6-inch calibre, so as to give ample 
scope to ea charged with the duty of deciding the 
question. ey deem it wise, however, to provide that the 
ee be of high power and breech-loaders in order to 

adoption of the latest improvements and to put the 

manufacturers of guns in this country abreast of those of 
other countries. 

The committee are of opinion that, as it is manifestly im- 
possible to build all these new vessels during the coming fis- 
cal year, the construction of the larger types should be begun 
first, because the Navy is most deficient in large and fast 
ships, and speed cannot be obtained without ships of consid- 
erable size. The report on this subject concludes as fol- 
lows : 


As we cannot wisely commence at once the construction of 
all the types recommended by the Board we have not recom- 
mended the building of any of the thirteen and ten knot 
vessels. There is immense moral power in a 15 knot ship, or 





even a 14 knot ship, which can make these average s sat 
sea, and very little in a slower — A We need at this time 
all the moral power which can be crowded into iron and 


The committee recommend the construction of but one 
steel ram instead of five as recommended by the Advisory 
Board, and for the following reasons : 


The steel ram is comparatively a small vessel. It is an ex- 

 onpy mm vessel, and although the commitiee believe it to 

a formidable weapon for the defence of our coast, still it 

may prove a failure, and if it does one will be enough. If 

it should be deemed a success others can be built with great 

a iaity, and every harbor of importance quickly supplied 
em. 


Upon the subject of heavy cannon for the armament of 
war vessels of the Navy the committee say: 


Neither the Government nor private manufacturers are at 
nt time in condition to manufacture large guns of 
the latest style and greatest capacity with certainty of suc- 
cess. But the time has arrived when the Navy of this ccun- 
try should be armed with guns equal to those used in other 
countries. We are not disposed to believe that it is wise for 
this country to purchase its guns of foreign manufacturers. 
The word is but to be given to the ordnance officers of the 
Navy and to the manufacturers of this country that guns 
must be produced at home, and that the Government will 
vide the necessary money for the purpose, and we believe 
before the ships authorized to be built can be put in 
readiness to receive (heir armament, guns of American man- 
ufacture can be constructed. 

Referring to the dilapidated condition of the United States 
steamer Michigan, now in service on the Northwestern lakes, 
and the recommendation heretofore published in regard to a 
new steamer for those waters, the report says: 


The committee have folt it to be their duty to recommend 
the construction of such a vessel for that service, to take the 
fapare of the Michigan, now nearly forty years ol , when she 

withdrawn from service, which must be at no far distant 
day. We have not, however, deemed it wise to increase for 
that pose the appropriations made by the bili herewith 
reported We have deemed it better to give the Secretary 

the Navy authority to construct and arm a vessel adapted 

to the lake sorvice out of any funds which may hereafter be 
made available for new construction. Should the bill now 
on the calendar providing for a construction fund for the 
Navy become a law, as we hope it may, the procecds 
arising from the sale of old vessels, materials, and stores 
pas be more than awple for this purpose.

British admiral and neariy all the vessels of bis fleet. On 
the second day out, therefore, after battling against heavy 
head seas, I bore up for the next port (Havana) under 
canvas, going over the Rosalind and Misteriosa banks and 
round Cape San Antonio. I have never seen the sea so 
heavy as it is this season in the Caribbean, the trades blow 
ing very strong from N. N. E. and N. E. On the way here 
we split some of the sails (a common occurrence now), but 
they have been repaired temporarily. The canvas is 80 ol 
and worn that I have but little confidence in it for heavy 
weather and handle it very carefully. The running gear 15 
much worn also, and the ship stands in sore need of a refit, 
which I shall partially give her at Key West. We have pro- 
visions to last one month longer from the stock taken in in 
November last when we sailed on this cruise. I shall remain 
here about a week and then proceed to Key West, in obedience 
to the orders of Rear-Admiral Wyman.” 
From Havana, Cuba, March 3, Capt. Meade writes : i. 
have the honor to inform the Department that on the Ist, in 
company with our Vice Consul General, Mr. Williams, I 
called on His Excellency, the Captain General of Cuba, and 
had a most agreeable and friendly interview, strongly in 
contrast with my last visit to the Palace two years since, 
when Gen. Caleta was acting as Cabo-Segundo in place of 
Gen. Blanco, absent.

CONGRESS AND THE ARMY. 


Tue gratifying signs of active interest in the needs 
of the Army and the Navy, with which the pre- 
sent session opened, are, we regret to say, somewhat 
clouded, though not from the development of any spe- 
cially hostile element, but from the operation of un 
avoidable causes, 

The Forty-seventh Congress began with the reversal, 
in the House, of the political majority which had char- 
acterized its predecessor. The result was the election of 
a new Speaker; and Mr. Keifer, on whom the choice 
fell, would of course lay no claim tothe long experience 
and skill of his predecessors, Mr. Randall and Mr. Blaine, 
in the art of expediting legislative business. In addition, 
the absence of many former distinguished members of 
the House has left the majority thus far without a 
leader whose claims are unquestioned. Add to this the 
overwhelming number of bills introduced, and the fact 
that the present, being the first session, is one not call- 
ing for so urgent action as the second and last sessions 
and we shall see how it is that the business is blocked, 
and that those bills not already well along on the calen- 
dar have little chance of being reached. 

There is always left the device of suspending the 
rules, and passing any particular bill. But this require- 
unanimous consent, and a single objection is fatal. As 
the days of the session grow fewer, this privilege will be 
more narrowly guarded. In any case it could only ap- 
ply to bills not requiring discussion, and hence it will not 
be available for the most important Army and Navy 
bills. Still more chary will the House grow of the as- 
sigament by universal consent of a fixed day for the 
discussion of a particular bill, although this may be the 
only hope of reaching it. Thus far the Army matters 
taken up have been almost exclusively those of indi- 


vidual interest, on the days devoted to the private calen- 
dar 


We think the one piece of Army legislation on which 
all the energy and skill of its friends should be concen- 
trated is that which is aimed at taking off the fetters 
which now impede the flow of promotion. Without 
that, the whole life of the Army will be vitiated, and the 
Service be rendered weak and demoralized, solely 
through insufficient circulation. With this accomplish- 
ed, it isa matter of very small consequence whether 
most other general Army legislation is completed this 
year or next. 

There are several methods of bringing about this re- 
sult. One of them is the Butterworth bill for compul- 
sory retirement at the age of 62. With the usual per- 
versity attending Army legislation, some of the friends 
of compulsory retirement are arguing that 60 would be 
a better age, or else 61, or perhaps 63 or 64 or 65; and 
some fix the date at 70. If Mr. Butterworth’s bill had 
fixed on the age of 61 or 63 years, there would have 
been a rush to show the advantages of 62. Of course, 
the enemies of cowpulsory retirement are glad to see 
these dissensions, because so lung as there is no practi- 
cally unanimous agreement on any age, there is little 
probability of any compulsory retirement bill being 
passed. Still, Mr. Butterworth is a man of. good posi- 
tion, influence, and ability, and as his heart is in this 
measure, he will push it, as the phrase is, for all it is 
worth. 

Another measure of importance directed to the same 
end is that which provides for the retirement of officers 
in the lower grades, after having served a given num- 
ber of years in their grades. This is based on the 
recognition of the fact that all the grades are over- 
loaded, under the present system of checked promo- 
tion, and that these officers should have the benefit of 
the retired list and of being able to devote themselves 
to some means of eking out their incomes in civil life. 
This principle is analogous to the one recently resorted 
to in England. Still another proposition looks towards 
giving officers so prevented from their promotion the 
pay of the grade above their actual grade, after a given 
number of years’ service. We publish this week 
the strong and convincing argument in support of this 
measure presented by the House Military Committee in 
their report in its favor. They go further than the ori- 
ginator of the bill, and propose to apply it to all officers 
below the rank of major after fifteen years’ service, not 
necessarily consecutive. This allows for service in the 
volunteers, even where there has been an interval 
between it and the regular service following. The com- 
mittee give a statement of the number of officers to be 
benefited by this excellent legislation. Again, for the re- 
lief of the infantry arm, which has thus far suffered from 
lack of promotion more than the cavalry, there is the pro- 
position to establish the infantry regiments on a twelve- 
company basis, which is undoubtedly the true one, 
irrespective of the benefit to be derived in increasing 
the flow of promotion. 

If the present prospects of legislation should grow no 
brighter, it would seem desirable to take one or more of 
these various propositions and fasten them upon the 
annual Army appropriation bill. This measure has in 
former years been loaded with riders tor the purpose of 
injuring the Army, the present reduction of members 
which has sv impeded the efficiency of the Army being 
due to a device of that sort. There is apparently no 
rea3on why it should not be used for the benefit of the 
Army in the way indicated. 








THE NEW NAVY. 


Tax voluminous report of Mr. Harris, Chairman of 
the House Military Committee on Naval Affairs, on the 
bill for constructing new war vessels, the substance of 
which is given in another column of this week’s 
JovrRNAL, contains a powerful plea for the necessity of 
these vessels, and an explanation of the manner in 
which it is proposed to provide them. The general 
subject has been already fully discussed in our columns ; 
but a feature worthy of special attention is the ‘‘ Naval 
Board of Advice and Survey,” which is to supervise 
the construction of the vessels under the pending bill. 
This board is not necessarily a permanent institution. 
It is to be furmed for a specific purpose, and presumably 
to be relieved from duty when that purpose is ended, 
unless, indeed, its work should then have so approved 
itself as to cause its transformation into a permanent 
institution for the constant improvement of the material 
of the Navy. It cannvt in any degree, or it cannot if 
properly organized, take the proper place of the regula. 
bureaus. But since the ordinary labors of the bureaus 
demand no less attention than ever during the progress 
of this new and extra work, and siace no one bureau as 





constituted has complete authority over the rest, aud 
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finally since the Secretary of the Navy, who is the one 
authority over all, is always a civilian, and knows 
nothing of the construction of vessels, even if he could 
wisely withdraw his actention from general matters of 
administration and the routine required of him to 
technical details, it is proposed to aid him by a Special 
Board of Advice. 

We confine ourselves to a publication of the argu- 
meats on which the plan of the Board of Advice is 
supported, as they are presented by the committee in 
their report, well knowing that it may not be the ideal 
project, nor doubting that it may have some draw- 
backs. Commander Evans, in his statement before the 
Naval Comunittee, put the matter amusingly: ‘‘ The 
old plan was this: When a ship was to be built the con- 
structors would build her hull; when that was done, 
and the engineers came to lonk at it, they would say, 
‘Hallo, there is no room here for the engines.’ So they 
would put her dowa a foot more in the water; and 
then when the ordnance officer came along he would 
say the hatches were too close to the water, so that the 
guas coulda’t be mounted; thea the equipment officer 
would co.ndlain that he coulda’t swing men enough to 
fizut the guas, and s> on. i think it is time that system 
was stopped. I think that to build these ships success- 
fally you mast have a board to do it, and the plans 
must be prepared by that board.” 

Oa the other hand, Mr. John Roach was not 1n favor 
of a board, but argued strongly in favor of the bureaus. 
He says: ‘‘My recummendation would be that the 
Navy Department by its bureau officers design your 
ships, desiga your engines, aud specify exactly what 
they want; show by their specifications and drawings 
just where the strength is wanted, and all the details ; 
specify the character of material of which the ship is to 
to be built, the speed, the amount that she has to carry 
upon a certain draft. In short, everything connected 
with the planning of the vessel, and then when they get 
their plans completed advertise them, if yuu please, to 
the whole American shipbuilders, and when these dif- 
ferent plans for different classes of ships are placed be- 
fore the builders of the country let the builders analyze 
and criticise them in a proper manner, the same as they 
would do with a merchant’s plans.” A.od again, an- 
swering the question of the chairman as to whether it 
would not, after ull, be necessary to have the supervis- 
ing eye of a board to get all the bureau plans working 
tozether, Mr. Roach said: ‘‘ Any board that you might 
appoint to supervise would probably not kno'v as much 
as the bureaus, that had the businessin hand. You 
ought to have the best talent in the Eagineering Depart- 
meat, and the best talent in the Construction Depart- 
ment, aad if you have that to start with I do not see 
how you will be bettered by going further into the de- 
partment seeking other men as a supervising board, 
who, probably, will not be as competent as the first. 
Basides, the Secretary can call to his aid any officer of 
the Navy.” 

It should be observed, however, that even here there 
is practically a supervising board, on Mr. Roach’s plan, 
namely the firm of private builders, to whom the plans 
are submitted. He would send back to the Bureaus 
their plans with his criticisms, and either these criti- 
cisms are accepted or their rejection relieves him from 
responsibility except iu obeying orders. And it may 
also be said that the case of ‘ta merchant’s plans,” such 
as Mr. Roach is accustomed to, is presumably some- 
what different from that of the plans of the Govern- 
ment Bureaus, or of a Board of Naval Officers aided 
by civilians specially picked from the whole country 

for their skill. 








BRITISH SHIP BUILDING. 


Consipgrine the subject of British ship building, 
Broad Arrow sings a pean of victory. ‘‘ The flourish- 
ing condition of our ship building industries is,” it 
says, ‘‘a most powerful element in our national strength, 
and their rapid development during recent years is a 
sure and encouraging indication that our maritime 
Supremacy is not departing from us. On the con- 
trary, we were never so strong 1n our dominion of the 
seas as at the present day, and never was the prospect 
of continued sovereignty more fully assured. The 
year which has just passed away witnessed more con- 
siderable encroachments of British commerce and 
larger developments of British mercantile shipping 
than any which preceded it. Just in proportion, too, 
as we have multiplied the production of ships other 
nations have diminished, until aow it appears that not 
only are we the chief carriers of the world’s merchan- 
dise on the seas, but we are also almost the sole build- 
ers of the world’s ships. . . . Year after year British 
ship builders become more expert in their work, and by 
the ready adoption of economical improvements, are 
able better than ever to compete with ship builders 





abroad. The result is that we are now practically the 
ship builders for the entire world, and that outside this 
country mercantile ship building is becoming a lost, 
forgotten, and unprofitable industry. .. . Not only 
iron but steel also is now being pressed into the service 
of British commerce. Magnificent vessels of three, 
four, and five thousand tons are now being built by the 
score in our Northern and Scottish ports, and the com- 
petition for speed is such that fourteen kncts are thought 
nothing of. Unless a steamer can do her sixteen knots 
an hour, our great ocean steam companies will not 
think of sending her across the Atlantic ; and even 
that speed is quickly being dwarfed into insignificance 
by recent works of the naval architect.” 

In 1881 261 vessels were launched in the Clyde, with 
an aggregate measurement of 341,022, against 248,656 
last year. There has been a large and general increase 
in the size of vessels launched and in the number built 
of steel. In 1879 the figures for steel work were 
18,000; in 1880, 42,000, and in 1881, 66,609 tons. 
Ninety vessels, with 154,932 gross tons register, were 
built upon the Wear in 1881, an increase of fourteen 
vessels, 40,100 tons, which would have been still greater 
but for a three months’ strike. The tonnage launched 
on the Clyde for the past twenty-three years is as 
follows :

Tue Secretary of War has been busy this week in 
cornection with the relief of the sufferers from the 
floods along the Mississippi. Lieut.-Gen. P. H. Sheri- 
dan, March 6, in response to a telegram to him from 
Secretary Lincoln on the subject, said: ‘‘I have de- 
tailed Captains Lee, 9th Infantry; Benham, 7th Infan- 
try; Loud, 9th Cavalry; and Page, 3d Infantry, to 
visit devastated regions. If this number is not suffi- 
cient, I can detail others. These are good, intelligent 
officers. They will be instructed to report to General 
Beckwith to find out where to go, and will then report 
direct to the Secretary of War the conditions and needs 
of the suffering people. Also to Gen. Beckwith all 
useful information they may obtain.” To this Secre- 
tary Lincoln replied: ‘‘ Details and instructions ap- 
proved. Please further instruct the officers to be 
prompt in visiting the regions in trouble and to make 
frequent telegraphic reports to me of the conditions and 
needs of the people, so that I may have as speedily as 
possible a comprehensive view of the situation. The 
officers should also report information which may be 
gathered which may enable distributions to be made 
impartially and as economically as is consistent with 
the purposes of Congress.” 

The prompt action of the War Department in this 
emergency is deserving of the highest praise. 








A CORRESPONDENT Stationed at one of our large cavalry 
posts in the West makes some sensible and practical 
suggestions in the direction of having enlisted men 
instead of civilians employed as forage masters, wagon 
masters, pack masters or chief packers, teamsters, pack- 
ers, blacksmiths, wheelwrights, carpenters, saddlers, 
painters, etc. He shows conclusively the economy 
of these changes besides their advantages to disci- 
pline and the general welfare of the service. With 
regard to the advantage in a disciplinary point of 
view he says: ‘‘If a citizen wagon master, or teamster 
or packer, when ordered to take the field does not want 
to go, all he has to do is to refuse, and, what then? 
He is discharged. No other punishment cam be meted 
out to him. The writer has had several experiences 
with men of this sort and knows whereof he speaks. 
An enlisted man, in a case like the above, would be 
compelled to go. But few would ever think of object- 
ing.” Our correspondent also adverts to other duties 
required at posts, not strictly military, and says that 
they should be allowed in addition to the authorized 
enlisted force of duty men. He emphasizes the follow- 
ing: ‘‘ A sufficient number of men should be allowed 
to the Army to keep the companies to their full strength 
for legitimate duties, and not to have their men detailed 
here and there as called for.” 








Caprain R. W. Meade, who recently passed over the 
route of the Panama Canal, makes a very encouraging 
report of the progress of the work. The company is 
by no means idle, and the line of the route bears marks 


of the earnestness with which the scheme is being car- 
ried out. The means used to do the work are some- 
what antiquated, but in future the company expects to 
procure the machinery, etc., in the United States. 
The company has been quietly at work preparing for 
the gigantic task and has accomplished a large amount 
of work. They have lost some valuable officers—no- 
tably Messrs. Blanchet, Bionne and Sharpe (the latter 
superintendent at Gatun). None of them died of yellow 
fever. The number of deaths of inferiors has been 
greatly exaggerated. Notwithstanding reports to the 
contrary, a large amount of valuable work has been 
accomplished. The entire route has been cleared of 
trees and undergrowth for a width of 300 yards—a work 
of no small magnitude. All along the line the company 
has erected stations and villages for its laborers. 
Sidings and narrow guage rail tracks have been con- 
structed to carry off the earth taken up by excavators. 
The officers of the canal, especially Messrs. Razy and 
Holt, were exceedingly polite to Captain Meade and 
the officers of the Vandalia. 








Tue Secretary of the Navy has submitted to’ the 
Attorney-General the question whether a commissioned 
officer assigned to duty in the Navy Department as 
assistant to the Chief of a Bureau is an officer in the 
department within the meaning of the law, so as to be 
legally appointed Acting Chief of the Bureau while the 
Chief is temporarily absent. The accounting officers 
have declined to recognize such appointments, and re- 
fused to allow vouchers sigaed by such officers, holding 
that they are not officers in the department. 

The Secretary of the Navy has also asked the advice 
of the Attorney-General as to whether cadet engineers, 
after leaving the Academy and serving two years at sea, 
and after being confirmed to take rank from the latter 
date as assistant engineers, are entitled to be paid as 
assistants from the date of the confirmation—there being 
vacancies for them in that grade. A number were so 
confirmed and advised of their being considered assist- 
ant engineers, but their commissions were not issued, 
as all the class had not been examined, and their posi- 
tions could not be assigned. It is held, it is understood, 
by the accounting officers that they are not ‘officers 
promoted” in due course, but become officers only after 
being commissioned. 








Maron 7, 1882, the Secretary of War approved the 
recommendation of the Chief of Ordnance, concurring 
in that of the General of the Army, that 50 Springfield 
breech-loading rifles, cal. 45., with barrels 28 inches 
long, be made and issued for trial to the cavalry at Fort 
Leavenworth, and that the suggestions of the Board on 
Small Arms be followed as closely as possible, except 
that the butt-plate remain as now made, and the rifles 
be chambered to use the service cartridge. The Secre 
tary also approves the recommendation of Chief of 
Ordnance that no action be taken as to the Sharps 
rifle, as the manufacture of that arm would be con- 
trary to law (S. 1672, R. S.), and those on hand are not 
of the standard calibre. 








Masor Gen. Hancock, in General Court-Martial Or- 
ders No. 26, of March 10, promulgates the proceedings, 
findings and sentence in the case of Sergeant John A. 
Mason, Battery B, 2d Artillery, tried for shooting at 
the assassin, Guiteau. The case is of such public 
knowledge that it is sufficient to state that Sergeant 
Mason has been sentenced to dishonorable discharge, 
forfeiture of all pay due or to become due, and to con- 
finement in the Albany Penitentiary for eight years. 
General Hancock has approved the action of the court, 
and all that remains is the formal approval of the Secre- 
tary of War to the designation of the Albany Peniten- 
tiary as the place of confinement, required by existing 
regulations. The result accords with our anticipations 
of last week that the Court-Martial would be likely to 
vindicate the discipline of the Army and the aspersions 
upon that discipline growing out of the case of Mason, 
and that sentiment in regard to the act would find 
a0 place in its decision. It is understood that other 
charges have been preferred against Sergeant Mason for 
disrespect to the medical officers at Washington Bar- 
racks detailed to examine him, but of course action 
upon them will now be superfluous. 








By a decision of the War Department Surgeon-Gen. 
Wm. A. Hammond, Brig.-Gen. U. 8. A., and Major 
Philip W. Stanhope, U. 8. A., heretofore supernumera- 
ry officers on the retired list are to be included in the 
400 allowed by law. So the vacancies on the retired 
list are now reduced to two, which, it is expected, will 
be filled by the retirement of Colonels Flint and Dent. 


Grn. Terry in a recent order on the subject of rifle 
practice says; “Matches among the men and contests 
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between cumpany teams should be encouraged in every 
practicable way.” Why wouldn't it be a good idea to 
hold a match twice a month—say at Governor’s Island— 
between the troops stationed in New York Harbor for 
special prizes to be offered? We apprehend there would 
be no difficulty in obtaining the necessary prizes. 


GEN. WILLCOX AND GEN. CARR. 

In a report dated December 12, 1881, to Major Gene- 
ral McDowell, General Willcox gives a detailed account 
of the operations at Cibicu Creek, which have hereto- 
fore been referred to from time to time in the JouRNAL. 
Of the final surrender of the hostiles in September, 


1881, he says: 

The chiefa made an actual surrender of themselves, but 
ae y= neither arms nor horses of their own, nor those ca 
t from Colonel Carr. Their warriors though nominally 
prisoners to the agent, were hanging. off and on, and rather 
under surveillance than guarded. The talk with the chiefs 
amounted to nothing, and it was found necessary at once, to 
use coercive measures, to make good the surrender, cr 
rather capture, while they and their followers remained with- 
in reach. The ment with the chiefs, that they should 
have counsel and a fair trial, if tried, was confirmed by my 
promise. In old times a few of them might have been 
bung on the spot, but this does not accord with the enlight- 
ened humanity of the present. It might have been more 
satisf: also, to the General of the Army, if we could 
have made an early attack on the hostiles before they came 
in, and the impatient spirit of the country seemed to demand 
short, sharp and bloody work. But it must be remembered 
that the nearest force at hand—that of Fort Apache—was 
bereft of iis scouts, and Colonel Carr deemed it impos- 
sible to operate without scouts. He could not even find 
out where the hostiles were. Besides this, a hasty attack 
would have led to partial results and perhaps a long, deso- 
lating and widespread war, during which every interest in 
the Territory would bave suffered, and an immense expense 
been entailed upon the Government. No Indian war has 
ever been so brief. Thedanger of a goneral uprising seemed 
very great. It was no doubt reckoned upon by the Medi- 
cine Chief, Nock-ay-det-kliv-ne. It was undoubtedly avert- 
ed by the rapid concentration of troops from so many direc- 
tions, which prevented depredations and overawed the tribes 
south of the Sait and B rivers. 


Further on Gen. Willcox says: 

My plan was for the Indians to surrender unconditionally 
or be treated as public enemies. All negotiations seemed to 
belittle their crimes; and these were my instructions to my 
A. D. C., Lieutenant Haskell, who was sent to receive 
Sanchez and his band at the time referred to by Tiffany, in 
these papers, and afterwards to Major Sanford and Major 
Biddle, who were ordered with sufficient forces to capture the 
hostiles camped near the Agency and Sub-Agency. The 
former executed his orders successfully and took forty-seven 
prisoners, all male warriors; the latter brought in nineteen 
squaws from the Coyotero and Chiricahua camps. George 
and his band slipped away, and the Chiricahuas broke out on 
the warpath, on the night of that same day, whether in con= 
sequence of this movement or of Major Biddle’s manner of 
proceeding, or whether the Chiricahuas apprehended beinz 
disarmed, concerning which they had heard reports and 
shown much anxiety, or whether they intended to quit the 
reservation any how, is not known. That some of them 
went on compuision of their chiefs is known from the state- 
ments of several who have returned, but what were the mo- 
tives of the chiefs is only known to themselves, Juh and Na- 
chise, son of old Cochise. The unfortunate proceedings of 
—_ Biddle, which resulted in stampeding the Indian camp, 

capturing the squiws and no others, no doubt gave a 
handle to the war party, who made it the occasion to carry 
off the whole tribe, and murder several unoffending citizens. 

As soon as the Chiricahuas broke,out, Colonel Carr was no- 
tified and ordered to make a vigorous pursuit at once. This 
he failed todo. His explanations are given in accompany- 
ing letter of November 10, 1881, marked ‘‘B.” He says he 
received at 11 a. m., October 1 (day of the Chiricahuas leavy- 
ing) a telegram also, directing him to report to Colonel Mac- 
kenzie, for orders, and in the evening of same day, he re- 
ceived orders from Colonel Mackenzie, directing him to take 

eneral —- at San Carlos. I had myself just been re- 

eved from field duty by Colonel Mackenzie, by direction of 
the General of the Army. 

Telegraphic communication with Colonel Mackenzie being 
cut off for the moment, I ordered two companies, 6th Cavy- 
alry, under Lieutenant Overton, out from Camp Thomas on 
the trail, and two companies of the Ist Cavalry, under San- 
ford, to proceed rapidly for Willcox station, to get rid of the 
prisoners captured at the Agency and now in their charge ; 
and these troops, though outnumbered, struck the Indians at 
Cedar Springs, in a strong mountain position and ready for 
fight, attacked and broke them up so effectually that the rest of 
campaign was but a question of pursuit, until they reached 
Mexico. The whole outbreak, hostilities and escape of the 
tribe, lasted but one week, from October 1 to October 8. It 
was a pity, if not a blunder, that they got off so cheaply. 
Lieut. Colonel Price in his report, marked ‘‘ C0,” says : ‘‘I 
wish to state, that I regret that my orders” (he being 
under Colonel Carr’s orders, the two District Commanders 
having brought their troops to San Carlos) ‘‘ were such as 
to a my pursuing with my command the Chiricahua 
Indians ; a pursuit, which had I been permitted to make it, I 
feel certain would have resulted favorably and decisively.” 
This is an extraordinary statement, but Colonel Price says in 
his report, ‘‘ reports having been received of the breaking 
out of the Chiricahuas at the Sub-Agency, I on the morning 
of the second urged upon Colonel Carr in a respectful man- 
ner, that I be sent through Arivaipa Canyon, in pursuit of 
them with my command, which was then on the San Carlos 
river. Arivaipa Canyon runs from the north-west to the 
south-east on Mount Trumbull, over which I was confident 
these Indians would make their trail, feeling sure from my 
knew! of the Indians, that they would move towards the 
south. I stated to him as my reason for the suggestion, that 
I was confident that, with my command, in the shape it was at 
that time, I could cut the main trail, and be upon them be- 
fore they could get out of the country. I then had twenty- 
three days’ rations on pack animals available for the expe- 
dition. My suggestion however was not taken. At 1.20 
P. M., on the 2d, Colonel Carr ordered Cos, H and K, 6th 
Cavalry, and Lieut. Von Schrader’s Scouts, to proceed to the 





Reports continue to be published of the retirement 
of Judge Hunt from the Navy Department. We have 
reason to believe that they have no other foundation 
than the desires of those who make them public. Our 
information is that it is not the intention of the Presi- 
dent to make any change in the head of the Navy De- 
partment. One of the Southern papers answers some 
allegations that Judge Hunt is unpepular with Southern 
Republicans by quoting the following from a letter of 
‘‘a distinguished Republican and Texan” nowin Wash- 
ington: ‘*He (Hunt) impressed me more favorably 
than any public officer I ever before met in matters of 
businesss.” ‘‘ This,” the paper adds, ‘‘is the universal 
tribute of every southern man who has approached him. 
He is reported to be accessible, genial, frank and always 
willing and able to assist and advise in friendly or po- 
litical matters. The officers of the Navy are said unani- 
mously to regard him and speak of him with great 
respect, and as the most zealous and efficient man that 
his Department has had for years. In his efforts for the 
reconstruction of our Navy he stands pre-eminent.” 
We are not experts in political matters, but we van say 
with entire confidence that Judge Hunt gives better 
satisfaction to the Navy than any one who has been in 
the Department since Gideon Welles and Gustavus Fox 
ruled the Navy. If Congress will only second his 
efforts his administration will mark an era in our naval 
history of which we shall long be preud. 

Tus Second Comptroller has rendered a decision in 
regard to when an officer is entitled to commutation for 
quarters : 

1st. When on duty at a post or station where there 
are no public quarters. 

21. While on cumulative leave (see act of July 29, 
1876), provided he was entitled to commutation prior 
t» and up to the time his leave began. 

Former opinions rendered on this subject are cited, 
and the comptroller decides an officer is not entitled 
both to quarters in kind and commutation for the same 
period, and the burden of proof is on the officer who 
claims commutation while on temporary duty to show 
that the vacation of quarters at his permanent station 
was actual and ona fide.

NAVAL INSTITUTE PRIZE ESSAY 18832. 


On the 15th of April, 1881, the Naval Institute of- 
fered its prize of a gold medal worth $50 and $100 in 
money for the best essay on Our Merchant Marine: the 
Causes of its Decline and the Means to be taken for its 
Revival. The Committee to make the award rendered 
the following report :

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The influence of the first cause is apparent and the 
superiority of iron over wooden ships is clearly shown 
by Lieut. Kelley, who presents a mass of very inter- 
esting statistics under this head. As to subsidies he holds 
that ‘‘the profit of a ship in twenty years cargo-carry- 
ing is fifteen times greater than her first cost, and, low as 
is our commerce to-day, more wages are distributed to 
sailors in a single week than all the ship-builders pay 
their operatives in an entire year; hence, it is a curious 
study in political economy to find an illogical conclusion 
result in national interests being sacrificed to the policy 
of a few ship-builders, and to see a great country reject- 
ing a greater profit for a lesser because both cannot be 
obtained. That under whatever form subsidies appear 
they tax the many for the few, and can be met only by 
new burdens upon the producer and consumer for the 
benefit of a privileged distributingagent; this protection 
means that the greater number of Americanship-owners 
must compete not only with foreign and home rivals, 
but with theirown more favored countrymen who sit 
above the salt and receive exceptional favors from the 
Government.” 

An earnest argument for free navigation laws is pre- 
sented. ‘‘ Foreign capital may build our railroads, 
work our mines, insure our property, and buy our bonds, 
but a single dollar invested in American ships so taints 
as to render it unworthy of the benefiS of our laws.” 

The absurdity of this is shown at length by a descrip- 
tion of our manner of dealing with foreign built vessels. 
*‘Other evil agencies are at work, and the repeal of 
such of the laws as apply to foreign trade is only the 
first step; prominent among these are consular fees, 
compulsory pilotage, State and local taxation, personal 
liability, determination of tonnage capacity, shipping 
and discharge of sailors and protective duties upon ship- 
building materials. All other nations have tke power of 
buying ships for foreign trade in the cheapest market, 
and the effort to protect our ship-builders by the denial 
of this right forbids the return of commercial prosperity. 
In the coast trade, foreign interference can be excluded, 
but upon the high seas our rivals cannot be taxed. Free 
ships foster American interests, while the other policy 
develops, and will develop, the material greatness of 
other countries. There is no injustice of indiscrimina- 
tion in subjecting to a high rate of duties commodities 
imported separately while allowing the vessels com- 
posed of these articles to be imported free, for the 
former are thrown upon a protected market where the 
burden can be distributed, and the latter competes in 
open market with ships that are unrestricted. We will 
not buy the condemned ships of England, and it is fair 
to suppose that the same judgment in the employment 
of a means to an end wili be exerted here as in any 


other path where every justly balanced and economic 


element must be considered.” 


‘*‘What is most wanted isaction, action, action! From

PROMOTION BY LENGTH OF SERVICE. 


Tue Committee on Military Affairs, to whom was re- 
ferred the bill (H. R. 2751) ‘‘relating to officers of the 
Army,” having had same under consideration, respect- 
fully submit the following report:- This bill provides 
thet officers of the Army below the grade of major, who 
have served for a period of twenty years, consecutively, 
in one grade, shall be entitled to receive the pay and 
allowances of the next grade above them, but with no 
additional rank. Your committee find upon examina- 
tion that the number of oilicers to be affected by this 
bill at the present time would not exceed four, and that 
in the event of no casualties nor promotions during the 
year eight more would come under its provisions, and 
it is altogether probable that not more than twelve or 
fifteen would at any one time be benefited by it, and 
those mostly from the staff corps of the Army. Recog- 
nizing the fitness and expediency, as well as the custom, 
to advance the pay of officers of the higher grades after 
long and faithful service without promotion, your com- 
mittee are of the opinion that the benefits of the bill 
ought to extend to the Captains and Lieutenants of the 
line—the active fighting force of the Army scattered 
along the frontier posts, performing duties necessitating 
great exposure, requiring great endurance, and who 
have little prospect of immediate promotion. That 
these officers should also be encouraged and receive 
recognition after long, faithful, and gallant service, 
meets with the unanimous resolution of yourcommittee. 
The committee are also of the opinion that service in 
the Volunteer Army of same grade, or rank, though a 
short interim may Lave occurred in leaving the volun- 
teer and in joining the regular forces, should be counted 
as part of their service. They will therefore recom- 
mend that the time of service in one grade shall be but 
for fifteen years, and that the said service shall not 
necessarily be consecutive. With such an amendment 
the number of officers who will be benefited by this 
bill during the year 1882 in event of no casualties or 
promotions, as shown by the Army Register for 1882, 
will be as follows: 

7 Captains of the Subsistence Department, 24 Cap- 
tains of the Quartermaster’s Department, 15 Captains of 
the Medical Department, 9 Captains Engineer Corps, 1 
Captain Ordnance Corps, 29 Captains of Cavalry, 25 
Captains of Artillery, 128 Captains of Infantry, 9 
Chaplains. Total number of Captains 247; 6 1st 
Lieutenants of Cavalry, 33 1st Lieutenants of Artillery, 
49 Ist Lieutenants of Infantry. Total number of Ist 
Lieutenants 88; 1 2d Lieutenant of Infantry. Total 
number of officers 336.

Army, together with their service of same rank in the 
Regular Army, aggregates fifteen years, who will be 
benefited by this Act, but there are very few. In the 
event of no promotions and no casualties during, the 
year 1883 the following number of officers, in addition 
to the above, will come under its provisions : 
19 Captains and 34 1st Lieutenants. 
With no promotions and no casualties there would be 
in the year 1884 the following additional: 19 Captains, 
11 1st Lieutenants. 
In 1885: 22 Captains, 12 Lieutenants. 
During the year 1881 there were 15 Captains pro- 
moted to Majors and the promotions for the present 
year promise to be considerably larger. 
From this, it will be seen that the aggregate number 
of officers benefited by the bill during the year 1882 
will not probably be increased in number for any one 
year, and if increased at all, it will be but slight. The 
officers to be immediately benefited by this bill have 
served for fifteen years, and many of them a much 
longer period. Most of them served through the War 
either in Regular or Volunteer service faithfully and effi- 
ciently. Most of them have been brevetted for gallant 
conduct in battle or for faithful and meritorious service, 
some of them having one, some two, and others as high 
as four brevets, but without being advanced a single 
grade in actual rank during a service of from fifteen to 
twenty years. Promotion in their cases has not been 
delayed through any fault or incompetency on their 
part as their military records plainly show, but their 
long continuance in one grade has been due to having 
the higher grades filled by comparatively young men at 
the close of the war, and also that they have been 
placed in departments or in regiments at an unfortunate 
time when promotions therein were suspended or be- 
come exceptionally slow. 
An examination of the Army Register for 1882 
shows that in one department no promotion whatever 
has occurred during the past six years, and that but 
four captains in that department have been promoted 
for the past sixteen years. The senior captain in this 
department has already been in the service twenty-eight 
years, and overtwenty years a captain, another has been 
in the service over twenty-five years and a captain more 
than twenty years. The 19 ranking captains in the in- 
fantry service have served for nineteen years as captains, 
23 others for eighteen years, and 20 for seventeen 
years, 44 others for sixteen years. The two ranking 
captains in the artillery service have served as captains 
over twenty years, and two for nineteen years. The 
13 ranking captains of cavalry have served sixtcen 
years as captains. After a long war and reorganization 
of the Army promotions for many years is necessarily 
slow, the officers generally being comparatively young 
men, with few old officers left in the higher grades to 
be retained, and heuce it comes that there are still 
officers in the Army who served as captains or lieu- 
tenants in the Regular or Volunteer Service in the late 
war and have served ever since in the same grades. 
While an officer is young and with no one but him- 
self to provide for the pay of the lower grades of lieu- 
tenants and captains is sufficient, but by the time an 
officer reaches forty or fifty years of age, with a family 
to support and educate, increased pay is a necessity and 
it is usually provided for, and comes through increased 
rank by regular promotion. In the cases which it is 
designed to reached in this bill, the promotion which 
generally comes after ten cr fifteen years service has 
not come, and those to whom it will apply for imme- 
diate benefit are in the middle age, at a period of life 
when increased pay is expected in every pursuit and 
profession. 
,The relief asked for by this bill seems only just and 
proper, and the necessity of similar legislation has more 
than once been recognized by Congress in times of slow 
promotion, after long wars, as after the War of 1812, 
Florida War and Mexican War. Precedents for it, es- 
pecially with reference to captains and lieutenants, are 
found in the acts approved March 8, 1853, (10 Stat., 214) 
and Aug. 3, 1861, (12 Stat., 287), by which not only 
increased pay but increased rank was provided for cer- 
tain captains and lieutenants after a service of fourteen 
years without promotion. The bill having been sub-

AN OFFICER’S RIGHT TO HIS INVENTION. 


In the House, March 3, the Committee of the Whole 
House on the Private Calendar reported with favorable 
reconimendation the bill (H. R. 2756) to refer to the 
Court of Claims for settlement the claim of the heirs of 
the late Col. Stephen H. Long, of the U. S. Topograph- 
ical Engineers; which was engrossed, and ordered to be 
read a third time. 

‘‘Mr. Bragg—Oa the passage of the bill I ask the 
yeas and nays, so as to test the sense of the House upon 
the action of the committee. This is the bill which in 
the committee I had the honor to oppose, upon the 
ground that it provides for the payment for an inven- 
tion said to have been made by an officer of the United 
States Army while iu the discharge of his duty as such 
officer, and an invention which pertained to his duty in 
the department to which he was assigned. I desire 
therefore to obtain the sense of the House on the pas- 
sage of the bill, and for that reason I ask the yeas and 
nays. The yeas and nays were ordered. The question 
was taken; and there were—yeas 98, nays 50, not 
voting 144.” 

In the debate in Committee of the Whole on the bill 
Mr. Bragg contended that the Government of the 
United States ought not to be required to pay an officer 
for an invention which was, as in this case, ‘‘ the result 
of the education which they gave him and the applica- 
tion of the principles of that education to the depart- 
ment of work to which he wasassigned in the discharge 
of his duty.” Mr. Bragg said further: ‘‘ Congress, in 
order to prevent any further question upon this subject, 
passed a law reserving expressly to the United States 
the right to use these patents without royalty. If we go 
on in this way, what do we do? We have anOrdnance 
Office here in Washington. It is said by inventors (I 
do not know how truly) that no improvement in arms 
can be introduced unless the invention comes through 
some»ody connected with the Ordnance Department; 
that all private citizens who make such inventions have 
to hold them subject to the action of the Ordnance De- 
partment, which is liable to condemn them. Every 
little while we find an invention coming out of the Ord- 
nance Department, sometimes taken out in the name of 
the officer himself, at other times in the name of one of 
his employees, by whom it is subsequently transferred 
tohim. Thus we find officers of the Army coming 
here and making application for payment for the use of 
their inventions in respect to arms, caps, etc. Though 
the very purpose of putting them into this department 
was their supposed special adaptation for it, selections 
for the Engineer and Ordnance Departments being 
made from the graduates of West Point in order to give 
us the benefit of their brains, yet in a few years they 
come here under one pretext or another and ask us to 
pay them in addition to their official compensation large 
sums for the use of their inventions. I say that such a 
policy ought not to be tolerated by Congress.” 

The precedent established in the case of Admiral 
Dahlgren, whose claim was referred to the Court of 
Claims, was cited in answer to this. Mr. Humphreys 
said: ‘‘If I should educate a man and he should happen 
to get up an important invention, the natural conse- 
quence would be, according to the principle which has 
been laid down in this case, that his invention belon 

to me because I educated him. I hope no such princi- 
ple will obtain here. The Government educates a man 
to draw out of him all that is in him, and if he has the 
brains to bring forward un important invention that is 
of benefit to the country, I say that which emanates 
from his brain belongs to him, is his property, and does 
not belong to any one else. 








REGAN’S GUARD DUTY. 


My Dzar Army anv Navy: I scarcely think your 
advice about Regan’s book on guard duty good—see 
page 691, March 4. I don’t think Gen. Sherman in- 
tended that Regan should be conformed to Regula. 
tions and Tactics—it would appear that he decides that, 
until the book be tried and ‘‘imposed on the Army,” 
Regulations and Tactics must be the umpire. Of 
course. 

But there is no question of the superiority of Regan 
over Regulations, ete. Nothing calis attention so well 
to the imperfection of orders as to codify them; then 
at once commences amendments faster than you can 
transfer them to your Book of Regulations. 

Regan is good, and 1 think that Gen. Sherman’s de- 
sire to put him to the ‘‘crucial test of experience” in- 
vites comment from the Army. In most places it will 
be better and easier to chenge Regulations and Tactics 
than Regan. Regan wrote, it is to be supposed, with a 
full knowledge of Regulations and Tactics, at least so 
he says, so that his differentiations we must consider ag 
proposed improvements. They at least fit into a har- 
monious whole, while our other rules are apparently 
picked up, a scrap here, a scrap there, and just needed 
Regan to give them coherence by rounding off their 
edges.

The Senate passed on 
March 8 the bill providing for a naval history of the 
war, fir.t amending so as to allow any officer, instead of 
a line officer, to be detailed for the work. ? 

On Friday, March 10, Senator Hoar introduced a bill 
authorizing the Secretary of War to purchase from Ed- 
ward Forbes his historical studies and sketches of bat- 
tles, etc., of the Union Armies commanded by Generals 
McClellan, McDowell, Banks, Pope, Burnside, Hooker, 
Meade and Grant. 

Senator Jackson introduced a bill providing that the 
pay of all staff officers of the Navy shall be the same as 
that of line officers with whom they hold relative rank. 

In the Senate, March 6, Mr. Maginnis presented the 
petition of Lieut.-Col. Gibson and other officers of the 
3d U. 8. Infantry, protesting against the restoration of 
dismissed officers from the Army and placing them 
above those who have been in continuous service. To 
the Committee of Military Affairs. 

In presenting in the House March 8, the bill H. R. 
5001, as a substitute for H. R. 4755, authorizing the 
construction of vessels for the Navy, with the report 
accompanying, Mr. Harris said: I desire to say that 
this bill, entitled ‘‘An act to establish a permanent 
construction fund for the Navy,” are a part of one sys- 
tem and ought to be acted upon together. I desire to 
ask unanimous consent of the House that Wednesday 
of week after next be specially assigned for the consi- 
deration of the two measures. Mr. Springer objecting, 
consent was not given. A m e was received from 
the President as follows: ‘‘I transmit a communica- 
tion from the Secretary of the Navy, with a copy of a 
letter from the chief of the Bureau of Equipment and 
Recruiting, and a draft of a bill, recommending an in- 
crease of five hundred enlisted men for the naval ser- 
vice. The matter is commended to the consideration of 
Congress.” 

Tne following was received by the House from the 
President, March 4: ‘I transmit herewith for the con- 
sideration of Congress a communication from the Sec- 
retary of War, transmitting plans and estimates for the 
large military post proposed to be constructed at Fort 
Seiden, New Mexico.” 

The bill (H. R. 419) to extend the term for filing 
claims for lost horses and equipments was transferred 
from the Military Commiitee to the Committee on 
Claims. 

Mr. Steele introduced a bill (H. R. 4783) authorizing

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 


Mr. Johnson, of Virginia, filed in the Senate March 3 
a petition of Gen. J .C. Fremont, in which he claims to 
be the owner iu fee-simpie of Alcatrazes Island, and asks 
that his claim be referred to the Court of Claims fo: 
adjudication. Gen. Fremont sets forth that, while he 
was Military Governor of the Territory of California, iv 
1847, he purchased for the United States the said island, 
commonly called Bird’s Island, lying at the inner end oi 
the straits which make entrance from the Pacific Ocean 
into the Bay of San Francisco, and to which he (Fre- 
moat) gave the name of Golden Gate; that the United 
S.ates refused to accept, repudiated the purchase, and 
mude it the subject of a charge of mutiny in the pro- 
ceedings by court-martial in 1848, wherein the fact ot 
the purchase of the island was deciared to be an assump- 
tion of power onthe part of Fremont and an act of 
mutiny against the Government. In 1850 Fremont 
** paid the bond given for the purchase and became the 
owuer of the said island.” He saysthe United States 
Government afterward finding that the island is the 
key to the harbor of San Francisco and iudispensably 
necessary as a poiat for establishing a light-house and 
forts, did, without his consent or knowledge, take pos 
session of, and still nolds, the said island as the property 

of the Government.

A bill is in preparation to authorize the purchase by 
the Government of Temple Farm at Yorktown. It is 
now owned by the Yorktown Centenuial Association, 
who wish to sell it for $25,000, the cost price of 500 
acres of land and improvements. Plans for a monu- 
ment to be erected by the Government at Yorktown 
have been drawn and only await the passing of the title 
to be put in execution upon the chosen site. 

The nomination of Pay Director Watmough, U. S. 
Navy, which has been recommitted to the Committee by 
request of Mr. Watmough awaits the return of Senator 
Cameron now in Flori The nomination of Capt. 
Henry Erben to be restored to his former rank on the 
active list of the Navy has also been recommitted to 
the Senate Naval Committee. The nominations of 
Paymaster Stevenson, Assistant Naval Constructor 
Wm. H. Varney and Master Samuel Seabury are on the 
calendar of the Senate awaiting action. With the ex- 
ceptions here mentioned all the nominations heretofore 
reported have been confirmed. 

Owing to tne storm on Thursday the House Naval 
Committee did not make the trip on the Alarm for the 
experiments of the Weeks’ torpedo, as intended. Ex- 
periments will be made at another day when the 
weather will permit. There was no meeting of the 
Committee on Thursday, a quorum not being present 
They have done nothing this week except concluding 
their report on the Reconstruction bill. The Chairman 
says he cannot foretell when the subject can be brought 
up in the House now, since the motion he made on 
Tuesday to have March 22 set for the consideration of 
this subject was defeated by the objections of Mr. 
Springer, the motion requiring unanimous assent. It is 
likely that the bill will be opposed by a number of 
Democrats, and some hot debate may be anticipated, 
but it is expected that the bill will pass the House. 

The Sub Committee of the House Military Committee 
having in charge the subject of reorganizing the Signal 
Service have about concluded their work and will report 
to the full committee in its favorat anearly date. Gen. 
Hazen was before the committee on Thursday and 
made an intelligent statement concerning the merits of 
the bill, which was of great service to the Sub Commit 
tee. It is understood that the general feeling among 
the members is in favor of a permanent and separate 
reorganization of the corps. 

In spite of eloquent appeals from Mr. Cox, Mr. 
Washburn, Mr. Loud, and Mr. Gibson, the House refused 
by a vote of 76 noes to 30 ayes to send a committee of 14 
—_ in c2lebrating at New Orleans April 9, 1882, the 
200th anniversary of the discovery of the Mississippi by 
Robert Cavelier de La Salle.

REPORTS OF OOMMITTEES. 


_The Senate Naval Committee report as follows on the 
bill S. 385, authorizing the appointment of Edward Bel- 
lows to his original position, that of paymaster in the 
U. 8. Nav Paymaster Edward Bellows was legally 
dismissed from the service of the United States by vir- 
tue of the sentence of a Court-martial sitting in Novem- 
ber, 1868, by order of the Secretary of the Navy, issued 
in Jauuary, 1869. This dismissal put him out of the 
Service, out of the line of promotion, and divested him 
of all rights whatsoever pertaining to the position of 
which he had thus been deprived. In applying to be 
restored, therefore, he can legally claim no more rights 
in the remises than a private citizen. The bill for his 
relief does not in any way ask to review or set aside the 
proceedings of the court on whose finding he was dis- 
missed, but to validate and confirm a reappointment of 
Mr. Bellows to his lost position by the President on the 
Jan. 22, 1880, which reappointment the Senate and Su- 
preme Court in Blake v. The United States, 13 Otto, 
pronounced illegal. The Committee have, therefore, 
not felt impelled or inclined to enter upon a critical ex- 
amination of the proceedings of that court, but have 
addressed themselves simply to the question of the pro- 

riety of his restoration as proposed by the President. 

hilst there is enough appearing upon the record and 
the attendant circumstances of that trial many years 
since and in a distant country to make it seem quite 
likely to your Committee that pretty hard measure was 
dealt out to Mr. Bellows, and that the President may in 
a degree be commended for his desire to give him 
another chance, yet we cannot agree, granting an injus- 
tice was done, to right that injustice to one by doing 
wrong to many others. Fora still stronger reason we 
could not agree, if no injustice was done Mr. Bellows 
by the Court-martial, and the President’s motive was 
simply one of kindness. Mr. Bellows was legally put 
out of the Service, his right s were legally lost. All 
the officers of the pay corps became legally entitled, 
subject to law, to the promotion which that vacancy 
occasioned. Mr. Bellows acquiesced in that result, and 
sought and obtained other employment under the Gov- 
ernment for more than ten years; the officers who were 
not dismissed remained in the performance of those 
duties, the continuous discharge of which are requisite 
to their further promotion. They lost none of their 
rights by any misconduct of their own; they should not 
lose them by the misfortune of another. To place Mr. 
Bellows back in his old position would be rewarding 
him for being discharged and passing out, and punish- 
ing all those who remained in office and did their duty. 
It would deprive them of their duly earned promotion. 
This in our opinion should not be, yet we are wilj 
ling to give that gentleman another chance, and report 
the bill back to the Senate amended so as to enable the 
President to place Mr. Bellows again on the pay corps, 
but at the foot of the list, and recommend that it do 
pass.

RESTORATION OF THE DRUM AND FIFE. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Sir: The fife and drum are the two warlike musical 
instruments which have so often marshalled the military 
forces of the United States in defence of their liberties, 
but alas! weno longer hear ‘‘the soul stirring drum 
acd the car piercing fife,” around which cluster so many 
hallowed associations, recalling to mind the glorious 
deeds of our Revolutionary heroes. 

In place of this inspiring music on board ship, and at 
naval stations, we have the bugle, which by nu means 
answers the purpose—is, in fact, a wretched substitute, 
reminding one of the French and Italian armies. The 
English have, up to this period, held on to this tradi- 
tional music, for the simple reason that their soldiers and 
sailors were inspired to heroic deeds of valor by the 
sound of it, and it will inspire them again to similar 
deeds. 

Who has not listened to the drum corps of the British 
regiments stationed at Gibraltar without experiencing 
that peculiar feeling of military enthusiasm which so 
often has had the effect of making officers of our service 
regret that this music has been abolished. The experi- 
ment of sudstiluting the bugle having been tried and 
proved a failure, it is to be hoped that the present 
Secretary of the Navy will issue an order restoring the 
drum and fife, as he cannot be unmindful of the fact 
that the blasts of a bugle fall dead upon the ear. While 
this is the age of reform in the service under his vigor.

THE machine now being used in the preliminary bor- 
ing for the Channel tunnel is the Beaumont cutting 
machine. Its work is done by the cutting action of 
short steel cutters fixed in two revolving arms, seven 
cutters in each, the upper portion of the frame in which 
the borer is fixed moving forward 5-16ths of an inch 
with every complete revolution of the cutters. In this 
way athin paring from the whole face of the chalk in 
“7ont is cut away with every turn of the borer and a 
circular tunnel is formed having a diameter cf 7ft. A 
man in front shovels the crumbled dédris into small 
buckets, which, travelling on an endless band, shoot the 
dirt into a ‘‘skip” tended by another man. The skip 
when filled is run along a tramway to the mouth of the 
shaft. At present these trolleys, each boiding about 
one third of a cubic yard, are drawn by men, but before 
long it is hoped that small compressed air engines will 
be used for traction. The rate of progress made with 
the machine is about 100 yards per week, but Colonel 
Beaumont anticipates no difficulty in making the mach 
ine cut its way at the rate of 3-8ths of an inch per

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


We beg to acknowlege the receipt from the megane 
Corps, U. 8. A., of No. 28 of the Professional Papers 
of the Corps. It is a most important volume, being 
‘*A Report upon Experiments and Investigations to 
Develop a System of Submarine Mines for Defending 
the Harbors of the United States.” The report was 
submitted by Lieut. Col. Henry L. Abbot, Bvt. Brig. 
Gen., U. 8. A., and we need hardly add, therefore, 
that it is a treasury of information and experiment, and 
a masterly and comprehensive treatise on this vastly 
important subject. It is introduced by letters from 
Gen. Tower and Gen. Abbot, the latter stating that the 
volume contains the first three chapters, with appen- 
dices, of the trials and experiments made 7. the Board 
of Engineers intrusted with this subject. ‘These chap- 
ters, now printed, deal with Sub-aqueous Explosions, 
Electrical Fuzes and Igniting Apparatus. The remain- 
ing chapters of Gen. Abbot's report are of a confidential 
nature, and he therefore recommended that they should 
be printed on the Battalion press, solely for use at the 
School of Submarine Mining at Willet’s Point. They 
will treat of the best patterns of submarine mines and 
materiel ; of insulated torpedo cable; of electrical a 
paratus for operating submarine mines; of the electric 
light in harbor defence ; and of movable fish torpedoes, 
which remain under control of an operator on shore. 
The present volume, which is fittingly and handsomely 
issued by the Government is illustrated with 27 fine 
plates. We may add thet though these volumes are 
not generally obtainable, Van Nostrand has a small edi- 
tion of them for sale. 


THE ST. OLAIR PAPERS. 


Tue two volumes,* of more than 1,250 , which 
deal with the life and services of Gen. St. Clair, form 
a very valuable addition to the literature which con- 
cerns itself with the early days of our American Union. 
The nucleus of the work is the collection of letters, 
manuscripts, and documents purchased some time since 
by the Ubio Legislature from the descendants of Gen. 
St. Clair. To these have been added contributions of 
historical manuscripts from other sources; and to the 
correspondence, addresses, and other documents Mr. 
W. H. Smith has prefixed an interesting biography of 
St. Clair, covering both his military and political career, 
and defending him from the imputations which have 
been made upon him. 

The value of the original material furnished in these 

volumes is very great; and Army officers who take an 
interest in the history of the Revolutionary forces, and 
also in the Army as it existed in the closing years of the 
last century and the beginning of the present, will find 
this work a mine of information. hen we say that, 
besides St. Clair’s own letters, the collection includes 
letters trom Washington, Schuyler, Knox, Reed, Wil- 
son, Greene, Gates, Wayne, Harmar, Irvine, Paul Jones, 
Dickinson, Wilkinson, Robert Morris, Lafayette, and 
others, never before published, we shall have outlined 
the general character of the material. 
To the clucidaticn of the early Indian question, and 
the manner in which our soldiers gradually extended 
their outposts into the Ohio and Mississippi Valleys 
from the original thirteen States, opening up the east- 
ern side of the Mississippi basin to the settlement of 
pioneers, this work is of much importance. We have 
looked through the second volume with no little appre- 
ciation of its records of conferences with the Indians, 
and suggestions of methods of defence, as well as of 
the light thrown upon the political controversies in 
which Gov. St. Clair was involved. In the first volume 
there is much in relation to the Indians of Pennsylva- 
nia. We need hardly say that St. Clair’s papers written 
at the time of the evacuation of Ticonderoga and dur- 
ing the campaign of 1777, are of special importance to 
students of Revolutionary history. A fac-simile of a 
pencil drawing of St. Clair, by Col. J. Trumbull, faces 
the title page. 





James R. Osgood and Co., of Boston, have issued a 
second edition of U. 8. Commissioner Charles B. Nor- 
ton’s ‘‘ American Inventions in Small Arms and Heavy 
Ordnance.” This well-known work bas already received 
adequate attention in our cclumns, and it therefore only 
renains for us to say that the call for it in this country 
and in Europe has induced the preparation of the sec- 
ond edition. The compiler, who, it will be remembered, 
was U. 8. Commissioner at the Paris Exposition, has 
taken the opportunity to enlarge and improve the wor 
adding many plates illustrating new systems in an 
arms, machine guns and heavy ordnance, with notes on 
cast iron heavy guns and late inventions in magazine 
acd other arms. It is issued in sumptuous style. 

A monogram of much historic interest, on the “‘ His- 
tery of the Discovery of the Northwest by John Nico- 
let in 1634,” is that of C. W. Butterfield (Cincinnati : 
Robert Clarke and Co.), who is the author of several 
historical works relating to the West, more especially 
of Wisconsin. The title explains the character of the 
volume, which, though brief, will be found to have 
condensed within its compass much valuable infor- 
mation.

Robert Clarke and Co.), gathers together in the course 
of its discussions many or most of the facts known 
about the plays and poems of Shakespeare, with com- 
ments, and with comparisons of the views of other 
critics. 

A little brochure, a la Battle of Dorking, significantly 
bound in atricolor cover, has just been published in 
London, called ‘‘ How John Bull Lest London ; or, Thé 
Capture of the Channel Tunnel.” It describes how the 
French captured unsuspecting Dover und headed for 
London. It has not, however, the earnest purpose of 
the ‘‘ Battle of Dorking,” and is apparently designed 
principally to ridicule the fears entertained of an inva- 
sion via the Channel tunnel.

When Upton’s Tactics succeeded, doubtful questions 
were answered by Gen. Upton. Since his death, we have 
had the assistance of the best authorities. 2. While the 
Tactics divide the carry from the order into two motions, the 
movement actually comprises three. if the piece is grasped 
by the left hand as prescribed. Instruction is generally 
given to the effect that only two motions comprise the move- 
ment, and the idea is that what ia included in what is called 
the first motion should be done in one-ninetieth part of a 
minute, the time laid down for each motion of the manual, 
but in our experience we have never seen this attained either 
in the Regular Army or militia. The sound alone of the 
drill will conviuce any one that it takes three motions to 
complete the movement. We have only once seen an organ- 
ization in the Army which performed the carry from an order 
in the manner you d be without grasping the musket 
with the left hand, and although the movement looked 
handsome, most officers held that it was tactically 
i and this is also our opinion. 3. The Tac- 
tics stating merely that the muzzle should be inclined 
slightly to the front, we do not feel authorized to lay 
down any further rule of our own in the matter. The muz- 
zle of the musket is generally held about 14 or 16 inches 
from the shoulder. 4. While this movement of the manual 
is generally executed by turning the barrel in the direction of

We are receiv- 
ing many questions on unimportant points in drill and the 

manual of arms which seem absurd, and would hardly occur 

toa wy soldier, and which it is sometimes impossible to 

decide. It should be borne in mind that the first and ulti- 

mate object for which soldiers carry muskets is to shoot ene- 

mies in war. The manual is devised to give ease and relief 

in carrying muskets on marches, to familiarize men with the 

handling of the same, and to execute certain motions for 

rendering honors and salutes. Of course, these, like all 

military movements, must be executed with a certain amount 

of exactness and precision, and it is commendable that organ- 

izations should strive to attain a high degree of proficiency 

in these exercises ; but efforts in this direction in the National 

Guard very often degenerate into a habit of raising and 

arguing fine, but useless, unreasonable, and impracticable 

points never intended by tactics, to the detriment of the 

more practical instruction of the men. The question as to 

how the musket should be put on the toe in rest on arms is 

one of these. 

A CORRESPONDENT from. the 2d Maine Vol. Militia Infantry 
asks: ‘*A colonel commanding a regiment promotes a pri- 
vate from one of the companies under his command to a 
position on the non-commissioned staff. Should the colonel, 
for cause, reduce him—said non-commissioned officer—to 
the ranks and return him to the company in which he had 
formerly enlisted. would it be correct?” Ans.—Yes. Regi- 
mental non-commissioned staff officers hold their warrants 
during the pleasure of the colonel commanding the regiment. 
He can, after their redustion, transfer them to any company 
of his eommand he may choose. Such is the law and cus- 
tom, both in the Regular Army and the militia.

A CORRESPONDENT asks our decision on the following point 
in Upton’s Artillery Tactics, page 50. In that part of par. 143 
which says: ‘‘To load without the numbers—The instructor 
commands: 1. Load. 2. Fire. The gunner repeats the 
command load, etc.” The question is, does the gunner con- 
tinue to give the command load after his pieve is discharged 
without further command from the instructor, or is it the 
duty of the instructor, after firing his first piece, to again 
order it to load? There are two sides to this question taken 
at this post, viz.: 1. That the gunner without further com- 
mand continues to load his piece until cease firing be given. 
2. That the gunner and numbers stand fast after the 
piece is discharged until further command from the in- 
structor. Page 112 throws no light on this. In the matter 
of salutes, ractice, etc., with a battery this is a very 
vital point and should at once be decided. I have drilled 
under numbers of officers in light batteries, etc., and always 
found that about one-half drilled one way and balance the 
other. Ans.—It is our opinion, in which we are contirmsd 
by artillery officers of high rank whom we have consuited 
on the subject, that in the case propoeed the instructor, if 
he wishes to continue the exercises, must — the com- 
mand load after each fire. Par. 144, on page 50, which fol- 
lows the par. quoted, states what is to be done if the in- 
structor wishes to entrust the gunner with the loadings and 
—e and prescribes the command for this as ‘‘commence 

ng.” 


J. H. R.—In your issue of Feb. 14 mention is made of the 
Revenue Marine Service as offering inducements to young 
men. Will you inform me how and where I could enter it, 
if eligible, also whether I could enlist in the Marine Service 
by coming to Brooklyn, if unable to get in the former? 
Ans.—To enter the Revenue Marine Service you must be 
between the ages of 18 and 25, must pass a physical exam- 
ination, and must get permission to appear before the board 
for examination from the Secre of the Treasury, which 
can be done through your mem of Congress, stating 
where you are from, age, etc. ‘the board will meet about 
next June. You can enter the Marine Corps by enlisting at 
the Marine Barracks, Brooklyn, N. Y., as a private.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


80 CALLED CRACK REGIMENTS. 


A CORRESPONDENT writes as follows : 
New York, March 7, 1882. 


Dear Str: The widespread and growing interest in the 
welfare of our National Guard, manifested by all classes of 
the citizens of this and other States, and especially the 
question as to whether any legislation would be useful in 
improving the present condition of the New York militia or 
not, tempts me to offer my views on this important subject 
for the consideration of the public and my fellow officers 
and members in the service. 

The fact that has most frequently been brought to my 
notice during a service of ten years past, has been the great 
tendency of all connected with the various organizations to 
place a clock work precision in the manual of arms, and a 
mathematical correctness in the number of inches between 
ranks, sete of fours, etc., constantly before the men, as the 
highest aim of the soldier, instead of a general knowledge of 
the various duties of military life so useful, and, in fact, in- 
dispensable in actual service. 
other words, I think that the so called “crack regi- 
ments” have, by their seeming inability to perform any 
military duty unless accompanied by a social reception or 
ball afterwards, and their known reluctance to dispense with 
useless parades in a showy uniform, even for the sake of the 
welfare of the larger part of the National Guard, been a 
detriment to the service and a drag upon the advancement 
of the whole organization. A careful examination of the 
subject convinces me that the prime motive governing the 
establishment of a militia force is not to secure a body of 
men perfect in drill and dress parade, commendable enough 
in their place, but to secure a force composed of men who 
look on membership in the guard as a duty owing to the 
state by every citizen who does not contribute to her sup- 
port in some other way; that is, a body of men ready to 
answer any call for aid and perform any duty required of 
them when necessary. Such a force would undoubtedly be 
of greater value to the State, even if lacking the finish in 
drill of the Regular Army, than a force composed of men 
who joined for motives of pleasure or desire to shine in 
gold and tinsel in the eyes of their fair admirers. This fact 
being granted the question at once arises where can the best 
class of men be found to form such a force, and I claim un- 
doubtedly among the intelligent mechanics and citizens of 
the city and State, but these men cannot afford to give too 
much time to the service of the State to the detriment of 
their business or livelihood, and it is here that legislation 
comes in, and by wise sections of the code smooths all diffi- 
culties from the path of the recruiting officer and enables 
him to build - his command to a standard in numbers, 
spirit, and actual eiliciency that would leave nothing to be 
wished for by the most exacting critic of military affairs. 

The sections to be placed in any amended code, which 
may be passed by the Legislature of this State, should in 
my judgment be of the followiug tenor : 
lst. A section limiting the number of night drills to one 
per week during the months from the Ist of October one 
year to tho ist of June the succeeding year, and providing 
that where a battalion drill is ordered no company drill in 
the same week shall be compulsory. 
2d. A section limiting the number of day parades to two 
a year in addition to such camp duty as shall be prescribed 
by the commander-in-chief. 
8d. A section limiting the power of division, brigade, and 

imental commandants, and prohibiting them from order- 
ing any compulsory drills and parades in excess of the num- 
ber mentioned in the Code (except in case of insurrection or 
invasion. ) 
4th. A section providing for the payment of the force for 
all day duty of any description and exempting them from 
jury duty and tax on a certain amount of property. 
5th. A section providing for a State service uniform, and 
forbidding any organizations from assembling in any other 
uniform while bearing arms furnished by the State. 
With such a code as this I am willing to stake my reputa- 
tion as a soldier and my record as a member of the Nations] 
Guard, that in two years the State of New York would have 
a force at her orders unequalled in spirit, efficiency and ac- 
tual soldierly qualities by any Statein the Union. Finally, an 
Officer would have no difficulty in filling the ranks of his com- 
mand with earnest, patriotic duty performing men, if the 
State on her part guaranteed that she would require but a 
fixed amount of duty each year, except in case of actual dan- 
ger from riot or invasion. Respectfully, 
Jos.

It is only too true that many of the officers and men of the 
National Guard are still controlled by ancient prejudices, and 
regard every attempt at improvement in their discipline and 
efficiency as an infringement of dear and time honored cus- 
toms, and a trespass on their rights as freeborn citizens. 
The introduction of measures to secure a higher degree of 
general efficiency is stubbornly resisted by such, and every 
inch of ground gained has to be fought for. Yet the at- 
tempts recently made by men who understand the subject 
and have the interest of the State troops at heart seem to 
bear some fruit, and the more intelligent officers acknowledge 
that reform is needed and are willing to accept it and assist 
in its accomplishment. The letter published here is evidence 
of this. Any visitor to our armories can easily see that the 
instruction of our organizations is directed too much to pre- 
paring them to execute a certain number of showy move- 
ments, and that the preparation of the men for duties which 
would be required of them, should they be called out for the 
purpose for which they are intended, is too generally neglect- 
ed. We do not agree with the proposition of our correspondent 
so far as it relates to a reduction of drills; on the contrary 
we maintain that the principal reason for want of proficiency 
is the fact that recruits do not receive the proper amount of 
instruction, and that until they are thoroughly posted in all 
the exercises and all the points of a soldier’s duty they 
should be instructed several times a week. After the men 
have become proficient one weekly drill would be sufficient 
to keep them from getting rusty. The fifth proposition re- 
ferring to the wearing of the State uniform is sound.

I. A committee of five shall be appointed by the Board of 
Directors of the National Rifle Association for the purpose 
of carrying out this programme. The President of this 
Association shall be ex-officio a member of the Committee. 

IL. Each State or territory (including the District of Co- 
lumbia) desiring to be represented on the team shall estab- 
lish competition at such place or places as its military autho- 
rities may prescribe, for competitors to represent it, euch 
competitions to be open only to members of its uniformed 
National or State Guard, who have been such since Septem- 
ber 1, 1881. ; 

a. Each of such competitions shall consist of seven shots, 
at 200, 500, 600 yards each, constituting the first stage, and 
800, 900, and 1,000 yards each constituting the second stage. 
The two stages may be fired on the same or on different days. 
Creedmoor targets to be used. ? 7 Reo, 

b. Weapon. Any military breech-loading rifle within the 
rules agreed on in regard to the match (a copy of which is 
hereto annexed). 

c. Position. Standing at 200 yards; prone at 500 and 600; 
any at the others. : 

d. No sighting shots to be allowed, or cleaning except e- 
tween ranges. 

III. All competitors who, in taking the three best scores 
made in these competitions, shall averago at least 152 points 
(say 85 at 200, 500, and 600 yards, and 67 at 800, 900, and 
1,000 yards) shall be qualified to be sent to Creedmoor to 
represent their respective States. 

IV. On August 15, 16, 17, and 18 four competitions shall 
be had at Creedmoor by the competitors representing the 
several States. Upon the conclusion of these competitions 
fourteen competitors shall be selected by aggregating the 
three best of their scores in these competitions, the first 
aggregate taking the first place, and so on until the required 
number be obtained. The vommittee shall decide whether 
any of these competitions shall be postponed on account of 
weather, etc., and in such case may name another day 
therefor. 

V. The committee herein provided for aro authorized, if in 
their judgment it be advisable and necessary for the etrength 
of the team, to add two additional men to the fourteen above 
named from riflemen of known skill who may not have shot 
in any or all of the competitions. 

VI. Those selected under the preceding sections, acting 
jointly, shall by a majority vote select a captain, who shall 
appoint an adjutant to assist him in his duties. The captain 
when selected shall have the management of the team and 
prescribe the rules for its government and practice, includ- 
ing the decision as to the final selection of the twelve who 
shall finally constitute the team. 

VII. Each person entering for the competitions at Creed- 
moor shall be required to produce a certificate from the Adjt.- 
General of his State stating that he is and bas been since 
Sept. 1, 1881, a member in good standing of its uniformed 
National or State Guard, and is a proper person to represent 
his State upon the team. 

VIII. Each competitor so entering shall subscribe the fol- 
lowing: ‘I desire to compete for a place on the American 
military team to represent the United States in the interna- 
tional match of 1882, and hereby agree to conform to the 
conditions prescribed for the selection of said team, If Iam 
a successful competitor, I hereby pledge my word that I will 
shoot in the match and will in addition perform such prac- 
tice and submit to such discipline and government as the 
captain of the team shall direct.” 

IX. All persons authorized to compete in the final compe- 
titions for the selection of the team shall have the free use 
of the range at Creedmoor for practice for two weeks prior 
to such competition. 

X. The National Rifle Association will provide quarters 
and subsistence on the range for all competitors during the 
four days of final competitions and for the team and reserve 
subsequently. 

XI. Any person selected in accordance with the foregoing 
regulations may for cause be removed by a two-third vote of 
the captain, team, reserve, and of the committee having 
charge of the competitions. 

XL. Notice shall be given to the secretary of the National 
Rifle Association by Aug. 1 by such of the States and Terri- 
tories as intend to be represented, stating the number of 
competitors they propose to send, and their names. 

XIII. In case any State or Territory shall neglect to hold 
a competition for the selection of members of its National 
Guard to represent it on the team, any member of such 
National Guard who may make the scores above prescribed, 
upon forwarding to the secretary of the National Rifle 
Association, on or before Aug. 1, a copy of such scores, cer- 
tified by an officer of such National Guard, and sworn to by 
himself before an officer authorized to administer oaths, and 
producing the requisite certificate from the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral of his State, shall be entitled to enter the final competi- 
tions at Creedmoor. 

XIV. In case experience shall prove that the efficiency of 
the team will be advanced by the useof any particular rifle 
the National Rifle Association will provide it. 

(The special rules as to rifles agreed on with the National 
Rifle Association of Great Britain are here appended. )

Acommunicstion from the Long Island Railruad Com- 
pany stated that the company did not feel justified in incur- 
ring the expense of running special trains to Creedmoor 
this year, in view of its loss on that class of traffic during 
the past four years, particularly as the Creedmoor branch of 
the railroad required repairs to the extent of $6,000. The 
Officers were, however, willing to make terms for transporta- 
tion to the Queens station. 


Otp GvaRp.—Major Geo. W. McLean.—At their regular 
monthly meeting, held on the 2d of March, the Old Guard 
Getermined not to visit Troy and Worcester on their ap- 





proaching anniversary on the 22d of April, owing to the 
press of business on a majority of the members, but instead 
to hold divine service and parade, and to close the day with 
a banquet. The formal meeting was followed by a feast of 
reason and flow of soul, the newly elected officers entertain- 
ing the battalion with a handsome collation, which was 
spread in the tastefully and appropriately decorated drill 
room, and which was partaken of by a large gathering. The 
veterans rehearsed the days gone by and fought their old 
battles over again, becoming inspired by turns and regaling 
the company with a burst of eloquence. Speeches were 
made by Major McLean, Captains Henriques and Morris, 
Lieutenants Belton, Gurney, and Witthaus, Adjutant Jobn 
Martine, 1st Sergt. E. P. Sanderson, and the veteran com- 
rade, H. R. McMurray, the Demosthenes of the battalion, 
who wants to remain a private forever. The entertainment 
closed pleasantly with some vocal renditions by Lieut. Gur- 
ney, Color Sergeant Chas. G, Childs, the giant Private J. B. 
Mix, and Private Jack Oddie, whose rendering of the ‘‘ Lar- 
board Watch ” was the morceau par excellence of the evening. 


Seventa New Yorx.—Lieut.-Col. George Moore Smith, 
Commanding.—Companies D, E, F, and G assembled for 
battalion drill at the armory on Monday evening, March 6, 
and were equalized into 8 commands of 12 files front each. 
Lieut.-Col. Smith was in command, Col. Clark being Acting 
Brig.-General. Adjutant’s call at proper time and formation 
prompt, as usual. The drill, considered as a whole, was a 
very good one; the few points on which it fell short were of 
less importance; the general bearing of all the participants 
was allthat could be expected. The greater part of the 
movements, as during the last drill previous to this, were by 
division, and the prompt manner in which the commands 
were obeyed and executed at once demonstrated that all con- 
cerned in the management of the drill had their subject well 
in hand, The formation of close columns of divisions both 
right and left in front were handsomely executed, the com- 
mands marched to their places without hesitation or loss of 
di-tance, officers and guides being well posted, which ren- 
dered coaching unnecessary. The columns of divisions were 
either deployed into line or formed into column of fours, and 
during the numerous repetitions of these movements we only 
noticed one instance of hesitation. which was on the part of 
the officer in command of the first division, at the command 
column of fours, first division fours right. He recovered 
himself in sufficient time, however, and no harm was done. 
These movements were followed by several changes of direc- 
tion, both by the right and left flanks, which were in each 
instance well and smoothly executed. Column of fours, 
first division right forward, fours right, was next; divisions 
column left, which brought the battalion into column of 
divisions marching by the flank, followed, and, as during 
both movements the dress and distances were particularly 
well preserved, they looked handsome. After bringing the 
subdivision back into column of fours the battalion wheeled 
into line, and executed a short march with guide centre and 
handsome alignment all through the battalion. Formation 
of double column and the deployments into line necessary to 
repeat the movements were next, and in the first mentioned 
movement the companies worked particularly well together. 
A short march in column of divisions followed, from which 
the battalion formed line by the command right companies 
right into line wheel, left companies on right into line, in 
faultless manner. The line was again formed into column 
on first division, during which the third broke up somewhat, 
after which the column marched around the hall in division 
front, marching and wheeling well until the second division 
broke the alignment rather badly, when the command divi- 
sions right forward fours right was given, followed by 
close column of divisions to the left, which was again 
broken into column of fours and reformed into column 
of divisions. The latter were then put in march by 
the flank and several changes of direction to the right were 
executed with fine double time and correct alignments and 
distances between the columns. One of these movements 
turned out somewhat out of shape for want of room, and 
this might be called the worst of the evening. After forma- 
tion of line formation into single rank were taken up, and 
these were not as well done as they should be; the majority 
of the fours delayed too long in stepping off, and the dis- 
tances between the ranks, all thought the battalion were too 
large, and especially were the spaces between some of the 
companies entirely out of proportion. When the fours 
wheeled into line there were large gaps in several places 
which could have been avoided by p:oper attention to dis- 
tances between fours and companies. Formation of line in 
double rank on the right was, however, well done, as well as 
a change of front on first company, after which the battalion 
formed line and in place rest was ordered. The short drill 
in the firings which followed, comprising firings by company, 
wing, rank, file, and battalion was as handsome a perform- 
ance 28 we have ever seen. The few brief manceuvres in 
wheeling the battalion into column of companies, closing 
them in mass, taking wheeling distance, etc., before dis- 
missing the drill, were performed without spirit, which 
showed that the men were getting tired, and the movement 
fell far below the usual performances of the 7th. Particu- 
larly in taking wheeling distance with the guide on the left 
a lack of attention became apparent which manifested itself 
in the fact that the men after wheeling to the left would 
fail to resume the dress towards the left, where the guide 
had been announced, and the result was broken alignments 
and bad marching. The battalion then passed around the 
hall, formed line, and was dismissed. 

Prof Cappa, the leader of the 7th regiment band, is about 
to introduce an entirely new feature in martial music. He 
proposes to organize a bugle corps of 20 pieces for the regi 
ment, which will act in consonance with the drum corps. 
The corps will consist of five B flat cornets, six B flat trum- 
pets, four B fiat bass horns, and five second cornets. By 
this means not only the melody but the accompaniment and 
the fundamental base will be heard. For the scope of these 
instruments Prof. Cappa has composed a bugle quickstep 
which will be sufficiently simple for the drummers to follow, 
while the monotonous rumble and rattle of the drums keeping 
time during the march of the regiment when the band has 
ceased playing, will be removed. Prof. Cappa thinke that 
this kind of a band will be more in harmony with the spirit 
of the age than a fife corps, which he pronounces “ conti- 
nental,” and says ‘* ought soon to be obsolete.” Wesincerely 
hope Prof. Cappa will succeed, as the noise of drums, par- 
ticularly in a hall, is a complete nuisance. The French army 
has abolished snare drums, and there is no reason why bugles 
or trumpets should not answer the purpose of sounding 
military ca] s in all cases. 

The 7th 16 iment intend to give the third promenade con- 
cert of the season on Saturday night, March 18, to which we 
desire to call particular attention. The committee, Ca 
Abrams, and Lieuts. Amory and Rand, are sparing no effort 
to make the entertainment a satisfactory one in every re- 
spect. The programme of music will be a choice one, and 
dancing will take place, as on previous occasions.

‘he parade was formed in very fair shape, the manual of 
arms was generally good, with a few lazy hands occasionally 
along the line, and during the trooping of the line by the 
drum corps the men stood very steady. The Ist sergeants 
reported promptly and in proper style, and the whole parade 
left the impression of a good performance, After a rest a series 
of battalion mancuvres were commenced, which taken as a 
whole were well executed. During the marching in column 
of fours the distances and the step became defective towards 
the rear of the column; the turning of the corners of the

Carr. Allison, master of the Loch Ave, in his evi- 
dence before the English Board of Trade stated that 
when all hope of saving his ship was abandoned they 
took to the boat. It being evident to him that no ordi- 
nary boat could live long in such a sea, they rigged a 
drag with a tarpaulin and a bucket, from which they 
rode with a line of thirty fathoms. When the heavy 
seas were observed approaching, oil was poured from 
the bows of the boat, and as they passed by them the 
crests of the waves remained unbroken. They con- 
tinued to practise this for five hours, at the end of 
which time they were rescued. Capt. Allison further 
expressed his belief that had even one of such seas 
broken over the boat they were in it must inevitably 
have swamped her. Under Providence he certainly 
attributes their safety to the fact that no wave broke 
over the boat, and this effect he believes was due to the 
oil. Recent experiments at Montrose, Eng., with a 
life boat, are to the same effect. 

Tue value of carrier pigeons to carry messages at sea 
has often been dilated upon by German naval writers, 
and in consequence the Minister of Marine has decided 
upon erecting an establishment for them at Kiel, at the 
cost of over £1,000. A small pigeon house was tempo- 
rarily erected at Kiel a year ago, and stocked with a 
few birds for experimental purposes, but the new eata- 
blishment promises to be one of the finest in Germany, 
if not out of it also. 


A writer in one of the German military papers 
strongly urges the establishment within the army of a 
horse assurance society. Some of the private assurance 
societies, and notably one at Cassel, have a special class 
for officers’ horses, but it is believed that a society 
within the army itself could be worked much more 
economically than any private organisation, since it 
would not need such an elaborate staff and machinery.

A TRIAL of the first of two improved first class torpedo 
boats of the Batoum type, built by Messrs. Yarrow and 
Co. for the Argentine government, took place on the 
river Thames recently in the presence of the Argentine 
authorities, when a mean speed of 19.7 knots was ob- 
tained, fully equipped and ready for action. These 
boats will be rigged to sail direct from London to Bue- 
nos Ayres. The seaworthiness of this class of torpedo 
boat has long since been placed beyond all doubt. Two 
similar vessels were sailed across the Atlantic last year, 
and arrived in perfect safety, in addition to which 
Messrs. Yarrow have already sent no Jess than eleven of 
them round to the Mediterranean ports, and in no case 
has any accident occurred, although 1n some instances 
very boisterous weather was encountered. 


* Tne Russian Etat Major gave instructions some time 


‘ago for the compilation of a new military work, con- 


taining the latest information bearing upon the armed 
strength of Germany, Austria, France, England, Turkey, 
Italy, Sweden, Norway, and Roumania—countries with 
which Russia has relations of a more or Jess important 
character, and might at any time be brought into con- 
flict with. This work is now nearly complete, and will 
shortly make its appearance at St. Petersburg. 

WaeEn comparing French with English heavy ord- 
nance, the following data are useful: The 80-ton gun 
has a diameter of bore equal to 16 inches. The 38-ton 
gun, 12.5 in. ; the 35-ton gun, 12 in.; the 25-ton gun, 
also 12in.; the 18-ton gun, 10in.; the 12-ton gun, 
9in.; the 9-ton gun, 8 in.; the 6}-ton gun, 7 in. ; the 
90-cwt. gun, also 7 in.; the 64-pr.,6in. The French 
guns, of the model of 1871, comprise 12.48 in., 10.6 in., 
9 36 in., 7.82 in., and 5.46. calibres. It will be observed, 
in referring to ‘‘The Navies of the World,” pub- 
lished in these columns, that, with the exception of the 
Inflexible, with which the French have no ship to com- 
pete, nearly all the French vessels are armed with guns 
of heavier calibre than are similar sized ships belonging 
to our navy.—Army and Navy Gazette. 

Tue average annual expenditure at the French Mili- 
tary School, the Prytanée Militaire, is $138,600 or $120 
a year for each of the average number of pupils, 480, of 
whom 300 are entirely maintained at the cost of the 
State, which also pays half the cost of 100 more. The 
total cost for the average eight years course is thus 
$2,165. The staff of the establishment is a numerous 
one, comprising fifty-two professors and instructors and 
eleven functionaries of the administration, besides a 
general of brigade, who acts as commandant and di- 
rector of studies, a colonel, as second in command and 
sub-director of studies, a major, two captains, and four 
or five lieutenants. The pupils, who range in age from 
ten to nineteen, are formed into three battalions, those 
in the first, in which the elder boys are placed, being 
under military discipline. The total cost at St. Cyr is 
$363,200, exclusive of repairing of tne buildings, the 
forage of the horses, maintaining educational plant, etc.; 
$415 is the annual cost per head of the average number 
of pupils, 600, and $930 for the two years’ course. Thus 
$3,000 will carry a pupil through his course at the two 
schools, continuing say from the age of 10 until he 
receives his commission at 20. The staff of St. Cyr 
comprises a general of brigade as commandant, a colonel 
second in command, a battalion chief, nine captains, 
and seven lieutenants of infantry, a squadron chief, and 
two captains and six lieutenants of cavalry. Nearly all 
the professors and instructors are military officers, eight 
field officers and fifty-five captains and subalterns being 
employed altogether in the establishment, while seven 
only of the professors are civilians. The average yearly 
cost at the Polytechnic with 500 pupils is $465 a year, 
and that of I’Ecole d’Application de |’ Artillerie et Genie, 
at Fontainebleau, with 400 pupils, $820. Finally the 
expenditure on the General Staff School in Paris 
amounts to $84,800, and as there is accommodation 
there for sixty officers, the average yearly cost of the 
education of the officers preparing for the general staff 





calculation of five francs to the dollar. The majority 
of sous-lieutenants and lieutenants at the head of the 
list are of about six or seven years’ standing ia their 
respective grades. As, therefore, a pupil cannot enter 
St. Cyr. where the course lasts two years, under 18, it 
is exceptional to find the junior captain of a regiment 
under 33 years of age.

CAVALRY IN WAR. 


Tue Army and Navy Gazette, in neticing the work 
entitled “Investigations on the Value of Cavalry in 
Modern Wars.” by Col. Kahler, 2d Silesian Regiment of 
Hussars, No. 6,says: The American Cavalry in the War 
of Secession was able to render signul assistance to their 
armies, by their excellent armament and their efficiency 
in using their fire arms. The best proof of how little 
importance even the general staff of the German army 
attached to these two points, is the fact that of the six cav- 
alry divisions formed at the outbreak of the war, two con- 
sisted entirely of regiments carrying no carbines. ‘lhe 
German cavalry felt this want very much, which often 
made it impossible for them to perform all they desired 
to do, and it speaks volumes for their enterprise that 
they on their own initiative proceeded to make up the 
deficiency. Those who have taken part in campaign of 
1870-71, and especially that on the Loire and Sarthe, 
will remember how German cavalry, even Uhlans and 
culrassiers, rode along with captured infantry chasse- 
pots on their backs. The pause which occurred in the 
operations between the latter half of December, 1870, 
and the first half of January, 1871, was employed in 
drill with the rifle and reconnoitring. The consequences 
of those efforts were not long in showing themselves, 
for the work done by the cavalry in the difficult country 
west of the Sarthe was much better than at the begin- 
ning of the war. The German and French cavalry have 
learned very much by the war of 1870-71, and those of 
other countries have not been slow to profit by them. 
The cavalry of some countries have been entirely, in 
others partly, furnished with an arm equal to the infan- 
try rifle; they are trained fb the use of that weapon, in 
its application in actions, in the movements required 
under the new conditions, and in the utilization of the 
ground. Much still requires to be done in this direc- 
tion; but the cavalry is aware of this, and is steadily 
trying to improve, 





A NEW INVENTION IN ARTILLERY. 


Tae London Daily News, discoursing upon the pro- 
gress in artillery work, says: The power of great guns 
has been developed to an exteut hitherto unprecedented 
in the course of experiments which have taken place at 
the Royal Arsenal proof butts this week, and were con- 
tinued yesterday. Of late the attention of artillerists 
has been directed to the air-spacing of cartridges as the 
proballe key to the secret of high velocities, and some 
of the private manufacturers have devised methods of 
introducing the air and regulating its precise quantity, 
which methods they have jealously ed nst 
imitations. At the Royal Gun Factories, however, the 
superintendent, Col. Maitland, R. A., has taken a new 
departure by giving up air-spacing as an unprofitable 
experiment and trying another system. Having found 
by repeated trials the description of slow-burning pow- 
der best adapted to his requirements, he has designed a 
contrivance for retaining it in the chamter of the gun 
until the powder is sufficiently fired to set up a pressure 
of about two tons per square inch upon the base of the 
shot, which then starts at a bound, the speed of which 
is accelerated by the pursuit of the powder until 
it leaves the muzzle. The retention of the shot is ac- 
complished by a ring of metal fixed around it near the 
base, and so regulated as to size that it will, when 
placed in the breach, be a trifle larger than the bore 
through which it has to pass. According to the resist- 
ance which it affords will be the period of retention. It 
has been denonstrated by experiments with fired gun- 
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wder that in a very strong vessel the powder may be 
[euited and contenant into gas, but yet held under sub- 
- an unlimited time. The retention ring is 
made of such strength that it will surrender at a given 
pressure, and the requisite conditions for the attainment 
of maximum velocities thus appear to have been real- 
With the 10.4-inch gun a 462-lb. shot has been 
fired at a muzzle velocity of 2,275 feet per second, the 
equivalent of which in energy is 16,500-foot tons, but 
as the powder charge was soniewhat in excess of the 
service allowance it is fair to reduce this velocity by 100 
feet. It will even then be far in advance of the speed 
attained under former conditions. The improvement 


tween the two experimental 45-ton guns—that of Els- 
wick manufacture, with the air- ‘spaced chamber, and 
that of Woolwich, with the retention ring. The former, 
with 350 pounds of powder (rather above its service 
charge), discharged a 700-pound projectile at a velocitv 
of 1,900 feet per second ; the latter, crammed with 400 
nda of powder and the same shot, recorded a speed 

of 2,120 feet. These figures represent in energy respec- 
tively 17,500 ard 20,800 tons per foot, and the advan-
